Under the operation of those 
instructions, detailed and properly* classified lists will be prepared of the ancient monuments which exis t in. 
the several provinces. The Governor General in Council is accordingly pleased to direct that all the lists 
■ received in manuscript be returned to tbe local Governments and Administrations concerned, as they mav 
be found useful in tbe compilation of the lists to be prepared in accordance with the orders above cited. 

”2. The Government of India will now wait until the local Governments and Administrations, in 
consultation with the newly constituted Archaeological Department, can prepare classified lists for each 
province in Upper India and Bengal in accordance with the instructions contained in the Resolution c£ 
November 1833. These lists should be drawn up in the form* annexed to this Resolution. 

" The lists for the Madras and Bombay Presidencies and for the Hyderabad Assigned Districts should 
be prepared tinder the direction of Dr. Burgess, and be edited by that officer. 

“Order. — Ordered, that a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to local Governments and Admini- 
strations for information and guidance, manuscript lints being returned ; and that a copy he forwarded to the 
Director General of the Archmological Survey of India for information. 

“ Also that a copy be forwarded to the Foreign Department, with a request that that Department 
will bo good enough to consider whether similar lists might not with advantage be obtained from Native 
States/' 

The lists now printed will render practicable tbe preparation of classified lists of 
monuments for conservation, whether in the tabular form now proposed or in that suggested 
in tbe former Resolution quoted above. The insertion, however, of a column calling for 
“any local history or tradition” may well be omitted: it has appeared in so many previous 
returns (bat iU eWm to a place may itself be regarded as traditional rather than important 
But much local information as to tti» claimants, custody or present* use and precise state 
of preservation will still have to be collected in order to render further lists worth 
publication. The present show how wealthy the Bombay Presidency is in Ancient Remains.

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PREFACE TO THE REVISED EDITION. 


The orders of Government for tho revision of the Lists of Antiquarian Remains in 
the Bombay Presidency are contained in tho Government of Bombay Desolations No. 31 
of the Oth January 1S.92 and No. 2001 of the 12th July 169l. The circumstances under 
which the original lists were compiled arc stated in Dr. Burgess’ Prefatory Note, which 
is retained. The classes for conservation purposes ara also described there, and it is in 
accordance with these that the indication opposite each entry in the lists is now made. 

As epigraphy forms « special and important branch of Archeology, I have, for tho 
benefit of those more especially interested in this subject, had the word Inscription, 
wherever it occurs in tho text, printed in Old English type so as to catch the eye. 

A glossary of terms nncl proper names is a-hled where explanations are given of all 
vernacular and other terms occurring in italics in tho bo.ly of tho Lists; and, at the end, 
nil monuments in classes la., 16., Ha. and 116. arc gathered together in classified lists. 

In the original lists Dr. Burgess frcqentlv acknowledged, in footnotes, special assist- 
ance which he received from various Government officers and other gentlemen. As I 
have omittrd those footnotes in the revised edition, I here record the names mentioned, 
viz., Messrs. J. F. Fleet, Cl E., C. F.B. Wiltshire, A. Ii.

Prom the entrance, which is on a level with the 
second plateau on the hill, to the right, there is another .flight of steps leading to the upper 
plateau, on which is an irregular octagonal enclosure of vaulted, terraced roof buildings. 
Within this enclosure there is a cut-stone kerbed platform 72'xGG$ / ; on this the temple 
t of FArvati and S'ambhu is built of brick and lime masonry 33^' x 27^' and 45| feet high, 

‘ having open verandahs on three sides and a spire above, with stucco ornaments, surmounted 
byfive ornamental copper-sheeted domes, with fimals plated with gold, the ccntro one being . 
the higher and larger. At the four corners of this platform are 4 small temples with

(1) Lil&war Kh&n’s tomb and mosquo aro sttoated on the north of tho town 
Tust outside the Delhi gate, and are surrounded by d wall enclosing a spdcioua compound, 
the greater portion -of which is put each year under cultivation The tforgAk is on a raised 
platform of Bomb height tho upper part of which is ornamented all round with a 
pendent wreath of sculptured foliage "Within tho ilargdh, which is domed, are two 
tombs, said to contain tho remains of DiRwar Khfcn nnd of his brother, a third brother 
is said to have bcon buried at Ralmnatpur Tho inscription over tho entrance of the 
dargdh bIiows that it was built in tho year of Hijra 1022, t e a.d 1G18, oi early in 
Jab&ngir s reign Tho oxtehor is quadrangular with a minaret flanking tho dorao at each 
corner , tho four walls are decorated each with a double row of blank arches three in

^ surmounted by a squaro abacus, which is itself topped by a heavy bracket with four 
projections ; they support a flat stone roof which, receding slightly between each set of 
four pillars, is relieved somewhat of its flat monotony. The pillars are monolithic 
as is also tho*dipamiUa at tho ontrance.' Tho external roof of thoynwidcrpa or have is flat 
with a Lafafa at each of tho four corners, and at tho junction with the gdbhdra has a 
small spire- The gdbhdrd is itself surmounted by on egg-shaped dome, with a rude 
minaret at each of the four corners. This temple must be some centuries old, but it is 
impossible to arm o at its age from local inquiry and there 13 no inscription discoverable. 

. (3) The temple of SiddhoSvara is picturesquely built among tree3 on the banks 
of tho Bhirai, about half a milo to tho east of tho town of 3vh&]. On the north-east of the 
temple is a corridor dJiarnwMld of brick and chunam, now somewhat out of repair j ifcis 
rectangular, the eastern side consisting of four cusped arches, and tho north of seven 
arches tho middle ono of which only is cusped ; tho roof, which is flat, is ornamented 
with a pierced cornice. On the north of the temple is a small tank with flights of steps 
on east, north, and south, tho west sido being occupied by a corridor supported by S pillars 
and 2 pilasters in its frontage towards tho tank. Tho steps on the north are interrupted 
by two small shrines facing similar shrines on tho south. Thb tomple, -which consists of 
nave, transept, and gdbMrd, is entered from tho nortji through a‘ small vestibule, the 
roof of which ia supported by two pillars ; a canopied Nandi and several dipci)n Has 
face tho entrance. The gdbhird is surmounted by a pyramidal aud' fluted or ribbed 
roof, with a dome above, gomh snake ornaments adorning the ribs on tho east and west ; 
there is a smaller dome over cither transept and a tiny one over the nave. The projecting ' 
entablature of tho temple,, is adorned underneath, with rib3 tcrminatihg in what 
resembles a drop, and with an occasional fig'ure. There ia an inscription over the doorway 
in Sanskrit, which Bbows that tho temple was built by a Yani — •Trimh'ik Al.ldjiava — 19 
the year YiirAvasu, which, if considered as a year of the 3rd Samvatsara from the present, 
will make the building about 150 years old, t. e , the nge assigned by local tradition. 

The date, &JLo *1047, is however discoverable in the last four words of the third line of 
' the inscription. At Sittn-dln there ia-a small/a/rn hero. . 

Besides the three buildings above mentioned there is a temple dedicated to Yi§bnu 
on the south of KbCd on the bank of tho Bbima built by Cbandmim, a S-ldhn, about 50 
years ago, to which the neighbourhood resorts in small numbers on Gokula Asbfami. 

2; BhhnaVankaraj 27 miles north-west from KhOd, is a temple built at the source ' 
of the river BhimS. near the crest of the Gbits and is 'within the village limits of 
Bh&uargiri. The temple, which is dedicated to HaMdova, was built by Nlni Phadanavis 
on "the sito of ah oldec one, and his widow built the spire. Tho entrance portal 13 
elaborately carved. ^Yell-built cisten^ near it afford a good water-supply the whole 
year round ; at \ distance from tho temple towards the north-west 13 a small cistern 
which is pointed out ns marking the exact sourco of the sacred nver. At this spot, so 
. Hindu mythology relates, Bhimaka, king of.Ayodhyd, qf the Solar line, did (tajusehargd) 
penance before MabAdeva' and implored his pardon 'on account of having, during a 
bunting expedition, wounded two deer, into whose bodies the souls of two Jltshis had 
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transmigrated t the god pardoned Blumaka and -offered to grant Jiim any wish lie niigbfc 
•mention, and Bhimaka asked tliat tlib sweat of Mab&deva’s brow might be converted * 
into a riven for the benefit of himself and of mankind. MaMdeva had just then been 
engaged in a successful but fatiguing contest with tho BAkshasa Tripunfsura, and, 
wearied out by the conflict, was resting .from his labours when Bhlmaka addressed , 
him s from the sweat of AlahAdeva’s brow was .thus produced the river Bhimit. The 
conjunction of tho names BhimA and Sankara, the latter being a synonym -of Alnb&deva, 
is probably due to this tradition. There is an annual jatrd here on &ivafdtri (M&ghn 
Yad 14) when as many as 20,000 'persons collect together from the neighbouring parts of 
tho Dakhan and Konkan* 

3, Bhahnchandra hill, 7 miles west of ChAkan within the village limits of Sindd, 
closo to tho boundary of BhAmboli.* The hill rises steep* from the plain on the south and 
west/ and in the escarped, southern side are the caves in question. After a somewhat 
arduous climb a cistern is passed on. the right ; the villagers call it SltA’s bath. * A liftle 
further on, after rounding a promontory, the principal c’ave of the series is roached; it is 
small, faces south-west, and is now dedicated to Bhftmchnndra Mab&devn. There is a * 
cistern on tiio left as. one enters.’ Tho entranoe whiob is 8 feet in height by 13 feet 
wide is now built up, leaving a small arohed doorway in the contro. Tbe tomplo is 
very nearly square, rather more than 14 feet long by 13 feet wide ; the height is 7 feet 
and tho roof is flat. Four pillars, two ou either. side, divide tho cavo into three 
compartments, the aide compartmont3 *boing each adorned with tWo pilasters similar 
to tho pillars, and having each a nicho with pillared jamb3 and canopy. . Thoro is a 
chit ah i framo carvod in tho roof. The pillars aro mrtssivo nud square, but half-way up 
tiro chamfered so as to bo oetagonnl/ Tho oopitals, have massive i brackets. This teniplo 
has an innor Bhrino occupied by a Uhga and nn image. Tbo inner is separated from fho 
outer cave by nn elaborately sculptured doorway, the opening being 2 feet by 4 feet high • 

\ho carvings aro chiefly of human figures. ’There arc no Buddhist ornaments aboqfc 
the cavo.

Beyond the dtpamdla and facing the teinplo *i0*a Nandi on 
a raised platform and under a domed canopy; the latter has below the dottfO mid oh‘oacu 
of tho lorn sides a_ fine cuspcdarch slightly ogeed ; tho ‘Nandi, however, is P ot worthy of 
its baldacohino. Tho temple itsclE is ob'long, consisting of the ordinary jaandapa and 
gdbhdrd, the latter being surmounted by a chunam aud brick dome, tho sideP °f which are 
adorned with niches, figures, and miniature domes so’ usually tho adjuncts a Dakhan 
temple. ThrCo elaborately pierced and small apertures in the wall-veil admit light into 
tho sanctum, wbilo threo square-headed doorways permit access into tho mfllidapa, those 
on the north and south having each a grotesquely carved human head, the ktrlttmukha, as 
a stnpping-slono. This town is usually styled Cbas Karrun to distinguish it from ChAs 
• Narodv in tho north of tho idluh 1, Kam.'m and NArodi being villages adjoining tho two 
towns of Cbas respectively. ,

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Araonglbo Muhammadan remains tho Jami Masjid is said to bd 500 years old, and 
thoro is no doubt that it occupies tlic sitb o£ an old Ilindu temple It is approached 
through a narrow gateway surmounted by an arch -which is flanked by four tmndrs ; tho 
gateway ii recent, ns the year 1235 (Hijra) is 6ngia\cd below tho arch; tho roof of tho 
inosquo !■> fiat and wooden, and is supported by IS stono pillars , these pillars aro plainly 
Hindu,—-# fact admitted by tho Mils iltnau in charge; tho ontermost row of pillars, sis in 
n umbei , aio assisted in supporting tho roof by btajitiFully carved wooden brackets, which 
aro taken by the goldsmiths of the town as patterns in carving their ornaments; tho 
front i» surmounted by su^mroarots. 

Tho present fort of Shvuon outside tho town on*tbo south-east 13 of Musalnun ongm 
It is accossiblc on the south sido only„whcro a stoop ascent conducts to tho entrance 
gateway , which is massive and flanked by towers, several other gateways, all strongly 
built and bastiooed, aro passed through boforo the first of a triple hot? of fortifications is 
entered, and when the fortress proper is gained and tho summit of tho hill, which is 
near 1,000 fee fc above Junnnr, reiched, tho thought can scarcely fail to present itself that 
naturo and art combined Ua\o created hero ouo of the raejst impregnable of mountain 
strongholds The present fait was built about \ n 1445 by 3Iahk al-Tijar, the lieutenant 
of thc,Babmam king Aim’d dm II , hut doubtless additions were frequently mado to the 
fortifieatious under subsequent rnlcrs It played a not unimportant part during ‘the 
earlier "Marat ha period, and is celebrated os boing the birthplaco of Sivuji A menlorable 
night attack was mado on it in 1GS0, near^he closoofSiyAji's career. The most striking 
of its remains is a mosque with two flanking mtnarets, the Latter being united by a grace- 
ful flyiflg arch This iqosquo is built o\er a rock hewn tank, the water of which outlasts 
tlic hot season, as does also that oE several of the other reservoirs on the lull On the 
summit of tho plateau is air ulgHih, and the tomb of Adam Subbed a r 

3?crh ipS - the most interesting buildings are those oufcsido the town on the east , aud 
the most ancient of these is a daigCih clo e e to aud on tho rrght of tho high road as one 
goes from Tunnarto Aarayanngion It is plainly built and has three entrances, and some 
of tho stones used seem taken from n Hindu temple North of this lUtrgak and near the 
Delhi Ven is an old mosque, said to be of the time of Shah Jalun 

About n couple of miles east of Junnar is a garden of some extent called the \hz 
Ba«h JJoro than one solution is given of the name, but perhaps the qmst plausible is 
that which makes Afiz a corruption of Ilabslu, this garden and its mansion hai ipg, tradv 
tion states been m the possession of, if not founded by, an Abyssinian chief Tho man 
sion is a substantial and not inelegant building three balcony windows on the south <udt 
overlook a small tank these v. mdows aro supported by somewhat heavy looking bracket* 
and aro canopied, the east and west sides have each n bay window, the entrance is on 
tho north the Steps being flanked by bay windows similai in adornment to those on the 
other three sides, there is an upper storey to the honse , thereof of tho ground floor is 
arched, and ornamented with lozenge shaped moulding . 

At a little distance west of the gai-den, and therefore nearer Junnar, is a fine dairjdh 
or gmnbaz which, is supposed to contain the ashes of the Habshi founder of the Afiz B yh * 
This mausoleum has a domed jo of, and within it nro mno tomb* said to be thoso of the 
Habshi, his v ife, six children, and a servant There are entrances on the south and east 
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The south entranco it beautifully carved and pierced ; *it is flat-headed, with pierced • work 
above, and sculptured' jambs, and is contained within an ogee arch ; there is an inscription 
above the lintel. The east is a nairow doorway. under a pointed arch, The interior is an 
octagon, and every other octagonal side is embrasured and arched ; the west is covered 
with texts from the Quran. The exterior walls form a quadrangular figure 5 the upper 
portion of the wall-veil terminates in an artistic cornice of bi’ick*and chuuam, consisting 
of pointed arches resting on tiny pedestals and interlacing each other j a small minaret 
graces each of tho four corners, of the building. TI10 walls are, as regards ornament, 
divided into two series pf blank and arched windows* the upper consisting of five and the 
lower of three windows, the middle lower panel on tho south aud east walls being 
exchanged for a doorway. '■’**,* , . 

To tho \vcst of tbisdargo mausoleum is a small dargdh, with a pyramidal roof. 

* 2. Behle, 21 miles E.S.E. from Junnar (19.° 7‘; 74° 15*), contains a fine Uernadpanti 

hdvadi . This tank is about'20 yards square, and is entered by two flights of ton steps 
each on opposite sidos; the walls are adorned with 18 canopied niches, of wlpcli.four orna- 
ment each of tho sides whero the steps are, and five each of the remaining sides. These • 
. inches' aro somewhat under 3 feet high, and are If, feet wide by. 1 foot deep ; fcboy are 
sqMnrc-hcadcd with carved jambs, and their fmialTs a canopy knobbed at the top. ‘Tlicro 
was an inscription on tho south wall, but it has been worn away. 

I, ' 3.' Tut, 10 milfcs W.’N.W. from Junnar 1 — Temple oE KukndC^vnrn at tho source 
of the Kukadj, a lew mile's east from Ihe NAnA GhAt, and attracts an assemblage of 
from one to two thousand persona on Mftgha Vadya 1 1 (Shardtri). It is situated within 
life \ ill ago limits of Pur, and is supported by a Dcvasthdna allow nnco of Its. 76 per annum. 
The abrupt mountain fortress of ChAwnud, three miles' to tho east, and an amphitheatre vf 
hills which encircle It on tho south and west, combine to make tho site of Kukadi4vnca very * 
picturesque. The temple itself is in tho HomAdpanti stylo and in fair preservation • 
its coart is strewn* ■with portions of tho carved work which 'Tin\o from time to time 
fallen, their places in tho structure being .filled in with plain masonry. The position of 
much' of the cnived stone work on tho exterior of tho building would lead to the ' 
impression that At one time tho temple was partially in ruins (pcmibly rendered so Ijv 
■M usalmAn fanaticism^ and in its restoration somewhat cureless or unskilful hands pieced 
it t igethcr. 'The elaboration or tho sculptnro and the size of tho stones used aro striking. 
Tho west and only entranco is especially worthy of notice. Those in clnrgA aro peculiarly 
jialous of the intrusion of strangers, and even tho naru/ap'i is closed t«> heretical footsteps. 
Trout tho doorway, however, may bo seen six fino pillars, throe tin either side, dit jdtng tho 
mipf/ajKi into nave and aisles with a seventh column nt the entranco to the gdhhdrd, Tho»o 
pillars lx.ar Mnlpturol figures on their capitals. On the north. west of the tcmplo j$ 0 
small tdmne, now in ruins, dedicated to Bhairavn ; either jamb nf tho doorway boars n 
drdrapfht in relict.

whicli the ruin is were excavated, a large portion of the old temple might he discovered. 
The belief of the villagers is thnt the ilusalmftns during their rule destroyed the 
building, and this belief is rather strengthened by the fact that within a stone’s throw 
on the south is a Fir’s tomb. * 

5. Na ray an gad, 10 miles south-east from Junnar and 3 miles cast of NArAyanguon. 
The hill is isolated and rises abruptly from th£ plain on the north-west and south. The 
fortifications arc almost completely dismantled ; portions of four bastions, however, and part 
of the north nail remain, though in a ruined state. This fort, said to ha\ e been built by the 
Grst great 'Pesvft, BAlAji "VT^van&tha, was given ns a saranjdm to SayAji PovAr at the 
end of the last or the beginning oE this century, with the duty of beeping the neighbouring 
country iti.n quiet state and in the interest of the FesvA. There is a tradition in the 
neighbourhood that N&rityangad surrendered to the British after only one shell or cannon 
hall had reached the interior of the fortifications. There is a small shrine to Ilastabdi on 
the extreme summit of the hill. Water is plentiful, being supplied by two fdkds or spring 
cisterns and by several bauds ; the former are full of water even in Hay, and of them 
the NArAyana TAka is the more famous. In this /did, NdrAyana Dova is said to have 
appeared, though invisible to the uninitiated, forty years ago,' on which occasion the hill 
was for two or three years the scene of a weekly SomavAra jaird attracting some thousands 
of persons. There aro some ruins on the hill, but the only one worth mentioning is a 
stone doorway bearing on its lintel a figure of Ganapati and two attendant tigers. 

6. Ojhar, east from Junnar, is the supposed scene of one of the Ash{a Vindyakn 
avatdras. The present temple-is modern, being only a century old. It is in an enclosure 
which is entered under a somewhat interesting looking gateway; the sides of the 

'gateway bear sculptured dudrapdlat, and a row of four musicians in bas-relief adorns 
the lintel; these figures are all gorgeously painted. On entering the enclosure two 
fine dtpamdlas first attract attention; they are in front of an extremely fine corridor of 
seven cusped arobes ; this corridor serves the purpose of a dharmaMld. The temple itself is 
entered by three doors, each of which is sculptured on the jambs and lintel ; the east 
entrance is the chief, and bears in relief over tfje lintel a figure of Ganapati with parrots 
and monkeys disporting themselves in trees. A small dome flanked by four minarets 
surmounts the nandapa, and over th e'gdbhdrd is a sikhara adorned with the ordinary 
rows of niches and figures. This temple is very little frequented. For the other Aehta 
Vin&yaka’s temples see R&njangdon in Sirur T-AIukd. 

7. Kares'ar, 3 miles north-west from ATadh — a very interesting temple of perhaps 
the eleventh century, falling to ruins. 

V.-— SlBDE TaLTJKA. 

1. Ra njangaon at the junction *of the BhirnA and Huthd-MulA. Temple of 
Ganapati. The' village is supposed to be the scene of one of the Ashta Vindyaka 
avatdras of that divinity. The other seven Ashta Vindjaka temples are situated at 
Morg&on, Thour, Lenddri, and Ojhar in the Poona Collectorate, at Pdli in the Pant 
Sachiv’s territory, at Madh in the Thdna' District, and a t Siddhatek in the Collectorate of 
Ahmadnagar. The present temple at RdnjangAon occupies, it is safd, tho site of an old 
TTemAdpanti edifice, of which four pillars remain, tv. o oE them at the entrance to the enclo-

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sure. The present shrine is said to hare been constructed by Chinidmana MahArAja D6va, 
two centuries bach, and on the north side there is a fine corridor with a facade of 15 arches, 
each arched compartment being vaulted in a low conical form. ' This arcade is due to the 
Pov&r family, and is contemporary with tfic present temple. A flight of steps leads 
to the roof of the corridor-which is fiat and a pleasant place of resort during the jtttrd 
season, i. e. at Gane^a Chaturthi. The temple consists of a mandapa with rows of wooden 
pillars and an outer and inner gdbMrd ; a stone rat is stationed at the entrance of the 
mandapa, as the usual vdhana of the elephant-snouted god. The outer gdbMrd is 
surmounted by a small iilchara and tho sanctuary by a more imposing one ; both sikharas 
are somewhat rude; the larger rises in four storeys, the lowest being the •widest, and 
the three higher ones being each ornamented with a frieze.; a small kalasa , flanked by 
four minara completes the spire. There is a tiny shrino dedicated to MahAdeva on tho 
extreme west, i e. beyond the gdbhdrd and joined to it. The cornice of both temple and 
corridor is supported by brackets of the Phallic symbol type. 


2. Pabal, 25 miles N.N.E. from Poona. Old temple of NAgesvara AEahAdeva 
on the west of the town, said to have been built five centuries ago by KAnhu BAjpAtnk, The 
manrhipa is divided into three small aisles by two rows of three pillars each, tho outermost 
pillars being slightly sculptured. In front and on tho east is* a small tank in the 
HemAdpanti stylo, constructed, according to tradition, by KAnhu’s favourite dancing 
girl, Flights of steps lead dovyi to the water and the side walls contain small niches 
with sculptured jambs. On tho north-east of the tetnplo is a fine stambha ; its shaft, which 
stands on a lofty pedestal and support? a massive capital, is monolithic. (2) 3fnstAn 
BAl’s tomb, to which a mosque is attached, is situated among somo fino trees in an enclosure 
on the north of PAbal. This lady received as saranjdm FAbal and tho neighbouring'’ 
ullages of Kondur and Loni from BAjirAv VcSvi\, and though she diod in tho gamvAra 
Falnco at Poona, she was buried in her tndm town of Rlbal. Sho was probably a native of 
the north of India, and is said to havo been taken captive by Sindia in his wars in Ilindu- 
bthin and to have been mado by him a present to tho PcsvA. There is nothing of 
architectural merit in her tomb or its aurrouudings. 


0. Talegaon Dhamdkore, 20 miles north-east from Poona (18° 40' ; 7 f* 12*). Of the 
many temples in this town the most remarkable nro : (1) Siddhfllvorn, n large Saiva 
shrino enclosed by lofty battlcmentcd walls and built on nn elevation. A Kulknrm of 
TnlogAou, who was also Sindia'a 1)1 van, is said to havo erected it. On the tost and 
west there are high flight* of steps leading into the temple incloiure. (2) Gaynpati’s 
temple owes its existence to the I)haimlLn*r5 family. Tim mXWh surmounting the 
gdbhdrd is profu** ly adorned with quaint little figures in niche*, nnd the Vestibule is 
ent/ red on th* cast and south through arched openings, nnd has n vaulted roof, 
NAtlift’* shrino is built on the bank of the river and i* dedicated to the Sidhu irl,o*>c

There is an old 
dharmaSdld opening into the bazttr through which this temple is entered. Besides these 
sanctuaries, there is a temple outside the town, about half a mile to the north-west, dedi- 
. cated to Bhairavt, — a quaftit old structure, enclosed by walls ; its mundapa is divided 
into three aisles by two rows of low stone pillars supporting brick arches.

IU. 1. Malhargad, 5 miles north from SSsvad, fort built by Bhivdriv Yasavant and 

Krishnaji Madhavruv PMzisS about 1775 aj>. There is an outer line of fortification 
taking the triangular Bhape of the plateau, and an inner square one. It contains temples 
of Khamjiobi and JJahdde^a. The main entrance is at the north-east corner. 

Ill, 2: Jejari, 10 miles E.S.E. from Sisvad. Temple of Khamlobl-MnlhAri-MArtanda- 

Bbairava-lfh^as&kAnta, — Khandobd, because he has a dagger; Malh&ri, because be . 
killed, the dr Mammalia. The temple was built by MalMrrAv Holkar and completed 
by AhalyAb? here are several short Inscriptions, dll modern.

Temple of NAgeSvara Mahideva 
is said to Lave been built about 200 years ago. It is constructed of hewn, polished stones, 
and has an audienco-hnll with verandahs on both sides. 


III. * 3. Supa', 8 miles S.S.TV. from Pitas. (I) Dargdh of Shaman Shur Pir, with a 

dharmafdld. A large fair is held on tho lGth ZilkAd. (2) Temple of TukobidGva built 
by Anndji RAv Mart {hi. 

III. 4. Kurkamb, 5 miles south-east from Pitas. (1) Temple of Phirangii Dovi. 

(2) A similar but smaller one to tho same idol stands on a hill near the village ; in this

III. 1. Palasdeva on the Bhirnfi, 13 miles north-west from Indfipur (18° IS' ; 74° 57')> 
formerly called B.atnfvpur. The temple of Siva is built of stone below, and the upper 
portion is brick. 

III. 2, Narsingpur, 12 miles south-east from Indfipur at the junction of the Bhimft 

and Nir&. Temple of £>rl Lakshmi-Narasinha, built by the Vinchurkar about 150 years 
ago. It is octagonal and built of black stone. The apex is of copper, gilt with gold. 
It is 70 feet high. 

Pilgrimages are held in tho month of Vai^kha. The idol of this temple is known 
by the namo of Sri Lakshml-Narasinha, whence it is called the temple of Nara- 
singpur. A fable is given in the Purdnas called the Narasinha Mah&tmya. It is as 
follows . — Narasinha became incarnate for the sake of one of his votaries called PralhSda. 
Pralh&da made a sand pindi for worship and through mistake left it there, and it 
afterwards became established; Tho reason for the name of fari.Lakslmit- Narasinha 
is that the god -was represented^with a lion’s face and man’s body, and with a woman 
by him.

III. 1- Sirval, 39 miles north* from S&t&r&. Temple of Ked&reSvara, built by Ambiiji * 

Deyji D&$p&nd6 about 200 years ago, is a large and fine building aboafc 200 years * 
old .it was struck by lightning about six years jigo. There ia a series of seventeen Buddhist 
♦ caves about two miles south-west from the town, one of them with a d&gdba. They are of 
the same plain typo as those at Kar&cl (Cave Temples of India.) 

Ill, 2. ® ,an j e » 14 miles Bouth-west from Poona : a Yaishnava temple dedicated to 

Iiftkshml-NArdyana. 

Enscriptfon .-—On the temple, dated Saka 1684. 
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arcliea. Tho dome is of brick and, as far as'it has any geometrical form, at nll,ii^ 
conical j but it is broken up into gradually diminishing rows of stucco ornamentation, in 
which a^o niches filled with images. On each side of tho entrance there is' a dqHinuUtt* 
(2.) On the same side of tho river is the temple of Bilvcsivara Arnhfidova built about 
1742 a.d. by faripatriU Pant Pratinidhi. Tho nbsenco of Muhammadan forms shows. that 
it is mucli older than tho last. It consists of a vcstibulo and Bhrine, .but the vestibule is 


square or nearly so, and has no opening but a low door. The roof is supported by ft few* 
pillars, each of which is in altornftto portions square, round, oroctagonnl. The front is about 
30 feet long, and plain. The sides gradually contract by a sorics of offsets, which run 
up nearly to the top of tho doihg. so that the back wall is only 5 or 6 feet long. With 
the exception of the upper portion oTtiuJ dome, which is of brick covered and ornamented 
with stucco, this temple is built of groysfSU^, aut * ft VCI 7 solid appearance. It is not 
enclosed in any way. The bull is so cIosoT^rrJtUj 001 ” of * tho vestibule that there is 
hardly room to enter. It is surmounted by a squarestoih^^ 0 Py supported on each side 
by a broad low pointed arch, and its style seems to indicate a’fir&jr 1 date than the temple. 

In front are a few tombs where GosAvis and other holy men have btTcutburiod. ' The ffhett 
near this spot was built by AnandrAv BhivrAv Dfishmukh AnglpurkarVbailtfour years 
before this templo. (3.) The* next is on the same bank ns the last two, baiSafc_6ome 
distances from them and the village, and close to the SlUA.nl and IvorcgAon road, whicfr~'~* 
in fact skirts it. " It was built and dedicated to ItAme^vara by PnrasurAtna NArAymm 
Angal of DehgAon about 1700 ‘a.d. Looking at it from the opposite bank, tho chief 
object that attracts the obserrci’s notice is the very fine flight of steps leading up to it 
from the river-bed.' One flight with its broad platform was commenced by BAjiriU II., 
but never finished. Though forming part of tho whole structure, it would lead, if finished, 
rather to tho side of the temple than to the temple itself.' The other flight begins -nearly , 
where tho first leaves off, and at an angle to it, and is said to bo also tho work of ' 
ParaSur.ltna Angal. Half-way up it on either side is a small cloister of two arches, which 
be perfectly circular but Scr a small notch in the keystone. Thu roof is denied and * 
formed-by concentric layers of stone, each projecting over tho one below, and sq diminish- 
ing in circumferonce till only a Braall hole is left sufficient to admit ono stone. At 
tho top of the steps are two dipamdlas, ono on either side ; on tho right is n small shrine 
with an imago of the TrimArti. In front is a bull with his fned towards the door of the 
vestibule. He is very richly ornamented with chains and bells. Between his feet is « 
small linga overshadowed by the cobra, with two women paying adoration to it. The 


canopy is supported at the corners by pillars, which are square and round or ocsta^onal in 
alternative courses. Above is a low octagonal dome on two courses — the lower plain, 
the u$per with a few figures. Abo\e this, again, is a representation of the lotus, but the 
stucco has fallen off. The doorway consists of a porch of stone supported on half pillars.

flights of steps lead up to tho courtyard wall, in which there is a small door opening into the 
quadrangular court m which tho temple is situated Tho templo consists of a small open 
verandah, 10 which there is a roughly executed painting of Lakshml, and a vestibule and 
shrine In front is tho sacred bull under a canopy supported by four pillars The 
breadth at the back is gradually diminished by a senes of offsets which are carried up 
into the dome. Tho architecture is pure Hindu The pillars aro round or octagonal and 
square in altemato courses, and the roof is formed of long stones which stretch diagonally 
from pillar to pillar so as to form a serios of lozenge or diamoud shaped spaces, filled in 
with square stones of less size The fly mg buttresses to the platform of tho sacred bull 
and the top of the domo deserve notice As usual tho body of the building is of basalt 
and tho dome of brick nnd stucco, like No 2. It is said to have been built by 6rfpatrav 
Pant Pratimdhi, and its dato may bo approximately fixed at 1G79 a.d Just below this 
temple, and at tho actual junction of tho nvers, is a triangular plot of ground occnpiod by 
several tombs built over the bunal-places ofaGosavi (named Banlipurij and his disciples 
The largest, under which tho Gosavi himself is said to be buned, is an octagonal build- 
ing of grey basalt, surmounted by a low dome The sides are open, and the triangular 
heads of the openings arc scolloped and richly carved above , a broad ledge is carried 
round supported on elegant scrolls Inside is a hug a nnd sacred bull The next in size 
is square with a horse shoe opening about 6 feet high and carved pilasters on each side 
Tho dome is of back plastered and fluted liuga and bull inside Tho third is a mere 
canopy supported on square pillars over tho liuga and bull , the dome is fluted There 
are two others which do not deserve auy special notice (5) Vilve^vnra Mnh&deva, 
the largest of the Mahuh temples on tho south side of the Vena, at its confluence with 
the Krishna, is said to havo bceu built by leripatriv Pant Pratimdhi about 1735 Ajd It 
is of basalt, and enclosed by an irregular shaped couityard, open on the side of tho river, 
from which it is approached by a flight of steps The high platform on which it is raised , 
the low colonnade which runs round the greater part of it , the short thick pillars in 
alternate courses of round, octagonal, and square, the lozenge figured stone roof, the 
breadth increasing from the front bj offsets, and then decreasing in a similar way behind, 
show that it is a building of purely Hindu architecture Tho length From back to front 
is about 50 feet The greatest breadth 13 20 feet, tho least 5 feet The interior consists 
of a vestibule and shnne In the wall of the former there are two images of Ganapati 
and Lokshmi respectively T he latter is of marble The domo is of the usual material 
The squareness of the form in this and other domes of the same period contrasts with the 
round domes of a later one The animal forms carved in tho capitals of tho pillara and 
the cornices, deserve notice The sacred bull is on the usual platform surmounted by a 
canopy and octagonal dome, the niches of which are filled with mythological figures, and 
are divided from each other b) figures of men on elephants. On two sides of the 
courtyard are cloisters with broad low pointed archer and square pillars , they are for 
cooking purposes, or hostelnes for visitors to the temple On another side 13 a building of 
a similar kind but incomplete The arches of it are narrower and moro pointed At 
the entrance of the vestibule is a fine bell on which there is apparently mo writing but 
tho date, in English figure*, of 1744 I could not glean any information as to its In3tory , 
but it was, I spspcct taken by the Maratbis from a Portuguese church in the Ivonhan 
In one of tho temples on the Krishna at Menavali near Win there is a bell which is **aid 
to have been presented by the builder of the temple the great J»ana Phadnavis - There 
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ia a tradition in that case that it was taken from the ^ Portuguese, a tradition which is 
almost converted into fact by tho inscription “ Bene sonaotibus cyrabalis laudato Domi- 
num,” A similar hellis said to have been brought by 'NAna'Phadnavis out of M&huli Fort 
and given to the temple at Bhima Sankara, whore it now is. (G) Temple of It&maoban- 
dra at the back of the last, to which it is very inferior in every respect, is of basalt, and 
said to have been built by Trimbak YiSvanath Pfifcbe in 1772 a.d. It is very small, and 
consists merely of verandah and shrine. In the latter aro figures, in brass, of Rama, 
Lak slim ana, and Situbai. The wall behind them is panelled with broad low arches 
and painted with flowers, &c. The dome consists of only two polygonal courses. (7) Temple 
of Yitboha built by Jotipant Bhftgvat of Chinchnera about a.d. 1730, It originally 
consisted of a small verandah, with carved wooden pillars opening into the shrine by a 
. low Muhammadan arch. A hall or vestibule, with wooden pillars and door all round 
was added fifteen or twenty years ago. The roof is hung with lamps. (8) Temple of^ 
Krishn&bfd, built by Krishna Dikshit Chiplhnkar about 1754 a.d., does nob deservo 
particular notice. (9) Temple to Krishndivara Mahldeva built by Krishna Dikshit 
Chiplfmkar, about 1790 a.d. (10) Tomplo v to Bhairavadova, built by Krishuabhat 
T&tk& about 1770 a.d. It is on a very Bmall scale, and consists of shrine and open 
vestibule or verandah with three small arches. A hall with wooden pillars like that in No. 7 > 
has been rccontly added. (11) A teraplo with a handsome flight of stops from tho river, 
begun by the Rani of SAtlru in 1805. It is on tho right of tho road from Satdrft. 
Besidos those temples there aro, on each side of the road loading to tho forry, several 
tombs or cenotaphs to members of tho lato royal family of Sathril and others, Thoro is 
some aimplo but handsorao stono carving on ono or two of thorn. Tho figure of a dog 
sitting, whioli is to bo scon on ono of thorn, is said to mark tho burial-plnco of a favourite 
dog of RtijA Sbfthu called the *• Veijft RAjA” from his cccontrieitios. It is probably tho ono 
which on ono occasion ho drossod in gold brocade, and exhibited in full darbrtr, nnd for 
whoso uso ho kept up a palanquin establishment. ' Tho dog had onco saved him from a 
tiger (fide Grant Duff's History of the Mardthd i, vol. H. page 30). (12) The tomple of 
Bhurgavatuma, in tho small slirino of whioli nro the images of Pam^omma, his father 
.lamadagni, and his mothor Renuku. It lias indm laud attached to it. 

3. Parli is tho namo given to an isolated liifl about 0 miles west of SltArfl. The 
fort at the top is called Snjjnnagnd, and was built by one of the Emperors of Debit about 
700 years ago. Additions wero mado by ono NAro BnllAl Soni, MAmlatdAr, in 1775 ^a,d. 

It is now very much out of repair: over tho doorway is n Persian Inscription, — not 
translated, Tho tomple was built about 18C0 a.ik by AhAbAi and DivAkm* Gosuvi, disciples 
of JaivApn spiritual guide, llAmdAs Svflmi, to a horn the temple 5s dedicated and who 
lies buried hero. Tara-surAm BhAu iarigMvknr repaired* and ornamented this teraplo in 
1S00 and 1830 a.d., nnd VaijniUii BhAgmt, of Yav«te4ram, built tho verandah, ft is of basalt 
■with dome of brick nnd clmnam.

717 2. Ra'jpari. 4 miles south-west from Wdi nnd about S west of B.lwad&an. A 

group of rudely cut Brahmnuical caves, about 1,300 foot above the valley. They commu- 
nicate with one another by a passago inside the rock. They face eastward and extend about 
100 feet in length. * 

Inscription- — A detached slab of stone, leaning against tho front of the cave, bears 
an inscription in old Devanigari characters.

TTT 1. BaVa^han. 4 miles south-east of WAi. Two small caves at about COO feet above 

the level of the vallo^ and very difficult of access ; tho most southerly is a coll 9' by T, with 
bed-place at the back nnd a stone benfth on tho right side ; tho other is similar and about 
05 yards northward. 

jjj 2. Lota ri, 4 miles north of AVAL On the south-western face of a short lofty 

• spur are eight excavations in a lino extending about a furlong along the hill, and at an 
elevation of at least 400 feet above the valley. The four largest are evidently early 
Buddhist monastic residences, and one of these lias had two rows of pillars, three in 
^ each, Jrom front to back, and the remains of some sculpture on the right hand *wall, 

t< which, however, may possibly have been an after insertion; another, close to it, has 

a ddgoha in a* slirine 10 feet square at tho back, a cell on each side of it, and four in the 
right wall, with rock beds. 


3. Wa’i. — At this place there are 49 temples built by the R&ste family alone, 
besides others of older date ; as it is unnecessary to particularize each, only those of 
importance are mentioned. Commencing from above, the first gronp of buildings is on 
the north bank of tho Krishnl, and consists of a ghdt t ddd and temple. (1) The gJuU 
goes by the name of Gangapuri and is a flight of 12 steps. The first portion, 200 feet in 
length, was built by Gangidhar Biste of cut-stone in 1789. To this, one Bhua Josi 
added 7C feet and Bljirlr II. 80 feci There is now, therefore, an unbroken length 
of 350 feet. At the back of this is a plain brick wall through which a door opens into 
the street with the Gangapuri VAdA (now the Munsif s Court) on the left and tho temple 
of U tnA jMah^svara Panchiyataua on the right. The temple On the right was, like the 

» 1169— T 
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ghdt, built by Gahgftdhar Rftstc and about fivo years before it. It consists of a vestibule 
and'slmuc, and is about 40 foet high. It has all tho Muhammadan forms of architec- 
ture common at tho period, In tho four corners are separate shrines dedicated to 
Vishnu, Lakshmi, Gnnpafi, and Sdrya’; — Vishnu's is on the left on entering, and has a 
•wooden mandapa , tho hack wall of which is covered with figures, so ore also the - outer 
walls. Tho great cluster of river temples begins at some distance nearly opposite to the 
travellers’ bungalow, (2) A shrine with dome containing a marble bull and the image of 
MahUdova Dh&kle^vara, It stands on a low ffhdt, 75 feet long. (3) In a line with it, hut 
, near the bank on an upper ledge of the s&mcgkdt, is another toraple to GnngArdmeavnra 
Mahfidcva, built by Gang&dkar Rftste about 1780 a.d. It is of basalt, and consists of an 
open verandah with 3 scolloped arches and a shrine. Tho breadth in front is 32 feet. , The 
length from front to back is about 2G feet, with the dome, which is of brick and stucco 
with blank panels ; tho height is probably about 40 feet. In front is the sacred bull with 
ft plain canopy, (4) Atemplo.to Ganapati b*uilt by Ganpatr&v Bhikfiji H&stein 1762 at 
a cost of Us, 1,50,000, and a ghdl 163 foot in length, built by Anandr&v Bhikflji^ Besides 
the usual verandah and shrine, in which is a huge imago of Ganapati painted red, there is a 
covered epurt or mandapa GO feet by 80. Tho roof is flat, and composed of square cut 
stones cemented with chunara. The walls^ire of the unusual thickness of 4 feet, which gives 
considerable dignity to tho small arches, 5 on a side and .1 at the end, with which 'they are 
pierced. Except the dome, which is pyramidal or conical and of brick covered with white 
plaster and’fluted, the material used is grey basalt. Tho total height is about 70 feeC (5) 
Ascending tho bank is ft temple to K&$i VifSveSvara Mah&deva, standing in ft quadran- 
gular court 210 feet by 95 feet, surrounded by a wall. The temple was built by AnandiiVv 
Bhik&ji in 1757 a.d., and consists of vestibule and shrine. Its length from front to back 
is 49 feet. The facade is ahout 28 feet from Bide to side. In style the Muhammadan 
forms prevail to a considerable extent. Tho spire has three rows of §gures and a Muham- 
madan dome; the mandapa of tho temple is domdd, The large bull in front,' under a 
plain canopy with plain scolloped arches, is carved out of a magnificent piece of black 
basalt ; tho bells and flowers with which it is decorated are very finely cut. ' Tho most 
conspicuous part of this building, however, is a covered Kundai mandapa at the east 
entrance, the roof of which is of squared stone cemented with chunam, and supported 
on 10 lofty pillars 10 feet apart, with neat semicircular moulded arches between them. 
On each sido is a dtpamdla. (6) Temple to MahAIakskmi built by AnandrAv BhihAji in 1778 
A.D. at a cost of Eg. 2,76,630. It is away from tho river, on the east ‘side of tliO*b?izAr* 
It is about 70 feet high, and consists of a Tcstibulo nnd shrine, which together rneasuro 
about 70 feet from back to front. Tho facade is 30 feet from side to side. The 
vestibule jg open in front with two pillars and pilasters in antis. The corners nt 
tho top are rounded off by scolloped work. Thera is a trap-door in the floor, and 
the roof is formed of largo slabs stretching from lintel to lintel. The mandapa 1ms two 
doors on each side, nnd the porch is wider than the mandapa . The mandapa has 5 pillar, 
in depth with 2 in width, nnd on a lower step nn additional range over a stvl 1 t 
approached by threo steps nnd tread.

The follov. ing temples are enumerated to complcto the list of those on the river, but 
do not call for any special mention. The date is a clue to the stylo of architecture. The 
prevalence of Muhammadan forms may he assumed in those that are less than a century 
old. (8) The temple to MaMdcva, built by .Govindpaut Yelanhar about 1744 A.D., east or 
Kkfi Tisvdvara. (0) Temple to the same by BdM App4 Slheb SUM, 1854 a.d. (10) 
Temple to the same -with dharmAidld attached by Chimanriv Nftrdyana. (11) Temple to 
Battatreya, built by a mendicant named Ventobi B3Uinl861 a.d. on a ghil made by 
Anandrdv Bhikliji, 1785 a.d, (12) Temple to Mali.uleva by Chimanbhat Jlhirulkar 
about 1808 A.D. (13) To the same, built about 1760 a.d. (14) To the same, built by 
J Meghaiydm-Myak Hegrck' about 1740 A.D. (15) Temple to Vithobl by Bli SSheb, the 
. great-grandmother of the Bhor Bant, mentioned as the builder of a temple atMlhull 
(16) Temple to Mahddova, built by Vishnu Jlhat Diksbit abontl760 A.D. (17)Tomple 

to Mahadeva, built by VcnbambhritDhakne about 1 7G0 a.d. (18) The RAste’s Yddls. Of 

these there are several in and about the tpwn of WAi. The only one that requires special 
notice is, the Moti BAgh, -which is about 1| miles out of "Wai, standing in a large garden 
with water-tow er ’and Fountains. The -rAdd was built about 1789 a . d . by Anandrav 
BhikAjilt&ste, and is said to have costRs 1,02,000. The interior walls are covered with 
paintings, the colour of which 13 unfortunately rapidly disappearing. The ceiling is very 
elaborately painted and gilded. (J. B. B. B. A. S., Part XIII. p. 55, WAI Cares ; Cave 
Temples of India.) * ' 

JIJ 4. Menavali. — About two miles from "WAt. Temple of KrisbnabAi ( see also end 

of entry “Alitmli”). 

III. 5. Dhom. — Ou the north bank of the KrishpA, about 5 miles above WAi } the 

principal temple is between the village and the river, and is dedicated to jtfahddeva. It 
is built of basalt, and consists of a shrine with a verandah in front of three small Sara- 
cenic scolloped arches supported. on pillars about 6 feet high. The arches are covered 
with leaves and what appear to be fir-cones. Beyond the arches there is on each side 
of the facade a broad band of wall carved in arabesques. The height of the building, 
including the dome, is probably not more than 40 feet Opposite the entrance is a’ boll 
of polished basalt under a canopy surmounted by a dome. It is seated upon the back of 
a turtle (which is found in nearly all the temples above mentioned) represented in the act 
of swimming. To complete the illusion, it is intended that the surrounding basin should 
be filled with water, which does not appear to bo now done. Around this principal temple 
are four others dedicated, respectively, to Narasiiiha, Ganapati, Bakshmt, and Vishnu. 
Several of the images in these temples are of yellow marble, said to have been brought 
from AgrA. One, which stands outside by itself, is a representation of the S'iva PanchA- 
* yatana. Pour heads look to the four cardinal points of the compass, and the fifth to the sky. 

The five temples were built about 1730 a.d. by one 3IahAdevarAv S'ivarAma, SAvUr of 
Poona, where his descendants now live. A side door from the courtyard of this temple _ 
leads to a ghAl built by one IsArAyanr-Av Vaidya about 100 years ago. On the right is a , 
small temple to RAma attributed to BAjirdv II. The conical dome has been broken short 
off by the fall of a tree. Below this, and facing the river, is a sort of cloister containing 
an image of Ganapati. The arches are pointed T bo date probably about 1730 a.d. 

HI* About half a mile up the river is a small temple to MahAdeta, built by the RdjA 

’ who reigned at SAUnl between 1703 and 1750 a.d., and came to Dhom to bath c 

in the KrisAmA. 
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•G. — Hhasva. Two banyan trees. There is no record whatever of the age of 
these trees. They are known to be at least 200 years old, and they are probably double 
that age. Although the centres have decayed, the outer trunks do not show the slightest 
signs of any diminution in their vitality. The larger tree is 450 yards in circumference j 
the smaller about 100 yards less. 

IV.— Kouegaon Taltjka. 

Dhumalva'di, close to the S.ltdrd Hoad railway station. A cave in which is an 
image of P&rSvan&tba about two and a half feet high with the head broken off. The 
cave is very irregular in* shape and. is nearly filled with water. About half-way up the 
lull is an excavation known as the "EMmb t&ki,” originally no doubt a cave temple, now 
filled with mud and water to within three feet of the roof. The roof is supported by 
massive pillars. * These, where intact, bear a simple ornamentation. On the top of the 
hill arc the remains of an old fort, and the entrance to the upper envo is enclosed within 
tho wall which defends tho gate. The most important remains on the top of tho hill 
are a substantially built mdyid and a simple stone-building which may have been a bomb 
proof magazine. Thero is a tomb of a Musalmftn Plr still kept in repair. 

V.— Man TAltjka.

Iir. 1. Dovara'ehte, 1G miles north-west from TasgAon (17 3 10' ; 74’ 27'). An old 

octagonal temple of S&garesvara, with three reservoirs of water, 

IXI, 2. Kadegaon, 10 miles’N’.N.E. from Devarashte. Pour temples of Eknatb, one of 

Alaruti, and two of Vithoba; one of the latter with a mandapa in front. 

III. 8. Kan dal, 4 miles south-east from Derardshtd and 14 W.N.'W, from Tdsgdon. 

Close to this village are the Kundal Caves of which there are two groups ; the principal one 
of thirteen caves is in the north-ea9tem face of the hill, the other of three caves is in the 
southern face. In the first, Cave 1 measures 16' by 15' ; No. 2, 12' 6" by T 6"; No. 3, 
27' G" by 22', having a row of 3 plain square pillars across the centre ; No. 4 measures 
14' 6" by 9' ; No. 5 is a water-tank 11' square, with step3 within, leading down to the 
water; No. 6 is another cistern 5' by 11' with a doorway, and having a large moulded 
pilaster, or half pillar carved on the left wall : the partition between this and No. 5 is cut 
away at half its height, leaving a half column in the centre corresponding to the pilaster 
opposite. This is the only original ornament in the group. No. 7 measures 26' 6" by 17' 6 " ; 
Nos. 8, 9, and 10 are smaller rooms. No. 11 is a wide passage round a shrine, behind 
which is a deep cistern. In the second group. No. 14 is a room 19' by 15' with a recess 
7' square at the back, on the back wall of which is a rude modern bas-relief covering the 
whole. On the right hand portion of the back.wall of the main room are remains of two 
old figures, life-Bize and in high relief; nothing remains of one but the feet, and the other 
is much worn. No. 16 seems to be partially a natural cavern, with a deep cistern in one 
corner and a built front ; an artificial ceiling within is supported by 15 rude stone pillars. 
These caves arc evidently Brahmanical. (Surveyed.) 

IIL 4. A'sad, 6 miles north-west from Kundal. In a Utind leading to Terfi is a small 

. tank cut in the solid rock, the front said to be supported by a pillar. 

Ill, .ti. Senoli, 5 miles west from Asad. In the hill over the village is a small natural 
cavern under a low scarp ; a rude masonry cell has been built in it, and several little 
wooden bulls and other idols lie about. 

III. 6. Rena'vi, 18 miles north-east from Kundal (17’ 17' , 74° 10 ). On the edge of 

the tableland near the Village, in a projecting summit of latcnte, is a smalt irregular cell 
with an entrance only about 2 feet high. There are several temples round about : one 
rather ancient.

1. Ta’egaon, GO miles south-east from Saturn and 13 north of Miraj (17* 1'; 74*40'). 
A temple of considerable size and celebrity, dedicated to Ganapati. It was begun in 1770 
by Paraiurum Bhau Fatavirdban, and finished in 1799 by Appjt Saheb, his son. It consists 
of- a courtyard and a temple inside. The most striking feature is the goptim or tower, over 
the principal entrance to tlie courtyard, consisting of seven storeys, gradually decreasing till 
they culminate in a mere ridge. The lower storey is of stone and the remainder of brick. 
In the courtyard is the temple itself, over which is a brick spire. The body of the temple 
is of stone undecorated with sculpture, but on the walls outside are rude paintings of 
mythological subjects. In the temple there arc images of Ganapati, Vishnu, Stay a, 
and a goddess. Some of the devotees reside in the courtyard. 

II. < 2. Bhosa, 0 miles south-east from Tusglon, 10 miles 27.27. E. from Miraj (16' 57'; 
74* 4G 1 ). On the top of a high hill near the village are a number of curious cave-temples 
with Kanarese Inscriptions on slabs. On the very' summit or the hill is a tower with a stair 
inside ; it is a station of the Trigonometrical Survey.

IIu. Kara'd, about 430 miles S.SJ3. from SatArtt at the junction of the Koyana and 

Krishna rivers (17’ 17' ; 74’ 14'). (1) About 3 miles S.S.W. from the town, at the angle 
of the junction of the Krishna and Koyand valleys, is a group of about fifty-four Buddhist 
caves, of a very plain and probably mostly early type, generally resembling the groups at 
Kudd, MaliAd and elsewhere south of Poona and Bombay (described in Jour, Bom. J3. Jt. 
As Boc, Yol. III. Pt. IL p. 53 ; PL XHI. p. 53 ; Arch, Sur. Report , IV. ; and in Cace 
Temples of India) (Surveyed.) 

115. (2) The Jami Masjid with two lofty dome-crowned minarets stands in the middle 

of • the town. It was bnilt, according to an inscription in the interior, by one 
Ibrahim Ehdn, son of Kamalkhdn, probably .a Thdneddr in the years 1 566-69, during 
the rejgn of Ah Adil Shlh of BijApur, when the kingdom of Bij.lpur was still 
flourishing The mosque and minarets stand on a stone. platform about 50 feet square and 
_ 31 feci high ; the latter rise to a height of about 40 feet above this platform, and are 
dome-shaped. For 8 feet they are made of stone, and the remainder of the structure is of 
bnck-work, considerably cracked and'Unsound. One minaret in particular is in an Unsafe 
condition, owing to a curb of wood, which had been inserted at a considerable height from 
the ground, lming become rotten. The mosque itself is an ordinary stone structure of 
considerable size. Both it and the minarets are decorated with caning and covered with 
plaster, but not jointed. In {be mosqtfc, on the arches and pillars, are several inscriptions

I. — Ahmaduagaii .Taluka. 

1, Ahmadnagar. A few only of its old Muhammadan buildings remain, among 
b. which, perhaps, the little Damri Masjid is the most interesting, though the great octagonal 

[ a. tomb of SalUbat KMn is best known. Beside these two buildings, there are the Faria- 

I a. high, the tomb of Niz&m Ahmad Shah, the Bihisti B&gb, Alamgir’s Darg&h, and a few 
other buildings of lesser note, together with’ the fort. Tho littlo Damri Masjid is a small 
building of very neat design, and is decorated with surface ornament, much after the 
style of the Audu Masjid and similar buildings at Bij&pur. It is, p'erhaps, not generally 
known that Alamgir, or Aurangzib, was buried in two tombs, one of which is at Ahmad- 
nagar. The other is the well-known tomb at Rauza above the Elura caves and not far 
from Daulat&b&d. It would seem that his body was embalmed after death, when his 
heart and intestines were buried at Ahmadnagar, Over these has been built a large 
platform upon which is a masonry tomb. Beside it is the usual mosque and other 
accompanying buildings, and tho whole is surrounded by a wall. It lies some distance 
outside tho city on tho east. (Survoyod.) * / 

II a. 2. Mchekri, 7 miles east from Ahmadnagar, SaUbat KIMn’s tomb, commonly called 

CMnd Bibi’s Mali til, an octagonal dome surrounded by a three-storeyed verandah : it is 
100 feet high and about the samo in maximum diameter ; now used as a military sanita- 
rium. (Survoyod)

1, Dhokc, near Tikli, 12 miles north of PftmCr : — Tho DhokOdvnra Cave is a large 
hall with triple cells, on tho east Bide of one of two rugged hills rising from a stony 
plateau, Tho largest is 20 yards deep and 15 vide, tho front open and supported by two 
massivo square pillars and two pilasters ; a little insido of these another similar row 
supports a great architrave running right across the temple ; and within this, again, is 
tho shrine, hollowed out of a rectangular block left standing from floor to roof, and 
surrounded by a dark pasango. 


The chief object of worship is a mean little lihga in tho centra I shrino ; but there is 
another to tho right of it, faced by a lnrgo Nandi carved in situ on tho samo side ; and 
nearer tho light, in n sort of chapel, is a four-armed figure grasping several venponn. 
Ono m n live cobra ; another, perhaps, tho daman* or drum, tho others indistinguishable. 
This figure is worshipped under the name of KAla Bhaimva, Opposite him ore eight 
«?Ms called Ashtamatarah (ono has* tho head of a pig) accompanied by Bhringi and 
Gayapali. They appear in tho Dlmmar Lena at Elurii, and m tho chapel in tho cast

2. Vadgaon Darya*, 9 miles north-west from PAmcr. -Enclosed in tho wild beauty of a 
little glen, are some natural caverns under a cliff by a waterfall, which have been altered 
by piodem masonry. There arc a few coarse sculptures on the rock and on detached 
stones, but no architectural interest attaches to the place. 

3. Pa'rner, 20 miles west by south from Ahmnjlnagar. Templo of Sangame^vara 
or Try arabakes vara at the junction of two small ndlds. The ground plan is the normal 
double-broken diamond or. square; not very much facetted, th ere being only three * 
superior re-entering angles on tho front sides of the mandapcc and one lesser similar angle 
near tho front porch. There have been three porches, ns usual. 'All of them a*-c now in rhins, 
the front one least so. ’Its door strongly resembles the inner door of Temple No. U. at 
Belgium, but has not the pierced flanking panels. The pillars are more in tho style of 
temple No. I. at Belgium. Fou» large pillars, with the help of tho walls - and Surviving 
pilasters, support the roof, composed of nine small rougli domes. This would appear to 
have "been the original plan, but the whole rpof has been destroyed (tradition, says 
by the first MusnlmAn invaders)- and restored from a height of abgut nine feet abo\e the 
ground. This is shown by tho nsc of mortar in the restored portion and by the inverted 
position of some of its decorations. Tho lower or ancient part is of dry stonework in 
receding -embedded courses of very large blocks, and the ling a is enshrined in a deep pit. 
The whole exterior is co\ered with a decoration representing in low relief, sometimes an 
arch, sometimes a dome. This is observable also in a largo “ bdrav” now attached to a 
modem mosque east of the town of PAmdr (which has probably usurped tho site of a 
temple), and in the remains of a small temple between the town and river at Palshi (20 
miles north* of PArnGr) in tho same idluM. Tho roof lias been destroyed, but a few frag- 
ments of cornice seem to indicate that it .was Dravidian in stylo; like that of Mala! Devi 

at Nighoj, TO miles south-west of PArnSr. The pillars of this temple closely resemble the 
two shown in the front of the temple figured in Plate I. of the Archaeological Report for 1874. 
The* Nandi in front of the principal entrance now rests at the bottom of a pit lined - 
with modem masonry, and partly covered by a rough ‘dome constructed of the ddl^ris 
of tho'pojch, aud perhaps of u destroyed pavilion. On this rests a stone representing 
apparently an inverted bunch of grapes, which the people call a lihga, but do not worship ; 

. probably it was a finial of tho pavilion or of one of tho porches. * Several slender pillars of 
a broken square section have been built into a small modern temple in the middle of the 
place, which is, however, chiefly now admired as possessing a relief, in moulded clay- 
coloured nnd gilt, of OhandikA Devi in strife with* the buffalo demon, the work of a local 
artist, a p&til of tho village of Renavddi. Under a piped tree before this temple are 
several fragments of sculpture, among which are a huge gargoyle in the form of a monster’s 
head, and a great stone rdnjana, or vase, the superior and inferior portions of which have 
been hewn separately and afterwards fitted together. It is of the still popular form of an 
egg truncated at both ends, and is 4£ feet both in height and in external diameter. It is 
very rough; its simple ornamentation does not correspond with that of <tny of the other 
remains ; and it might have been made at any' period by the stone-cutters who hew out 
oil-presses. (Ind. Ant. V. 12). (Surveyed.)

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the Muhammadan remains, and despite the devastating work of the spoiler’s hand, there 
still remain, withiir the precincts of the fort, the ruins of five old HemSdpanti temples, on'e 
of which, that of LakshmuN Ariyana, _is a perfect little gem. It is most profusely* 
decorated both^ within and without, and its outer walls are thickly covered with figure 
sculpture. It has, though in less degree than some of the others, suffered severely from 
the hand of man. w It is a Vaishnava temple facing west, built on a high part of the bank 
ovei looking the river,’ and whose spire, now absent, was, like many of this class, probably 
constructed in brick woik. Tho basenient mouldings are studded with little • figures of 
horses, elephants, and men, and a very rarely occurring moulding is here fonnd, viz., the 
asvqlhara or horse moulding. The walls above the basement, the pillars,’ and doorframes 
are' richly wrought, tho pillars being of rather a different type from those generally met 
with. (Surveyed.) 

- The other temples arc those Of Bilesvara, RAmesvara, Kliolesvarn, and Bhiira*. 
vanAtha’fl, originally a Jaina temple. The shrines of Baleivara and Khcje^vara are sadly 
ruiued and dismantled, *tlie shrine only in each case standing, while the halls are but heaps 
of mins ’ Pedgdon must have bce’n a place of importance lpng before the advent of the 
Muhammadans and perhaps, owing to its position upon the BhtraA, it may.have been a 
centre of special sanctity. At this point the Sarasvnti river rtins into the Bhinul, ami it 
is upon the bank of the former that Srigunda stands. 

3. Limpimgaon.— At the village of LimpangAon, five miltis south-west from Sri- 
gonda, is the large, plain, but substantially built temple of Siddhesvara. On either side of 
the main porch is a large perforated screen wall, neatly designed in imitation of cross bars, 
and slightly decorated. The building looks heavy and massive, and tho pillars of the hall 
are vofy well proportioned. The temple is, in every respect, a much better one than any 
of those at Srigonda and i* better built. It is in use. (Surv’oyed.)

One BAlmrdv Gdvind Yakil is said £o 
have brought these figures to Knrmala from HindusthAn about 1 00 or 150 years ago; 
and they were brought from KarmAla by PAvaji Lakshraan, father of the present Kulkami 
of KoregAon. 

III. 5. Ha’ssin, 10 miles south-west from Karjat. (1) Hemddpanti temple of MnliA-

It is 43 feet high, and 22 feet in circumference at 
the top. The well is of brick, where devotees bathe and make the water most filthy.

II l. 1. Akola\— -Situated to the east of the towD, somo little distance above tho bank of 
the PravarA river, is tho old temple of Siddhe^varn. A short account of it is given in fcho^ 
Journal qf the. Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society , No. XIII. V°^* January 
1850, and a more detailed one in the Indian Antiquary, Vol. Y.p. 8 j but in neither of 
theso accounts, which describe tcroplos in tho neighbourhood, is mention mado of the fipo 
old temples at Itatanvftdi and TAhAkan, twenty and eight miles west and north-west 
respectively from AkolA. In the above accounts tho temple of Siddhe<vara is said to havo 
been' buried for a considerable period. f If buried it must have been with tho accumula- 
tion of earth washed down from tho hillocks which overtop it on the south. Its basement 
is even now partly buried, the earth being deeper on tho side of tho hillocks, tbero being 
some four feet on that side and two feet on'tho sido nearest tho river. Owing to tho 
elevation of the temple above the rivor and its distance from it, it .seems impossible for it 
to have been Covered up with silt from the latter. . 

. Tho plan oi the templo is peculiar, insomuch, that it Jias a porch and doorway open- 
ing into tho back of tliC'sbrino in addition to the usual door between tho mandapa and the 
shrine. This is very unusual. It occurs also in tho temple'at Itatanvadi, and there is 
d small ruined templo at Sinnar, which seems also to have bad the same back door arrange - 
merit. Tho general plan consists of a mandapa with threo porches, and the shrine with 
its antechamber on one sido and porch upon tho other. The temple, ns regards decora- 
tion, is comparatively plain, but tho few* bands of ornament that are used ore sparingly 
and tastefully applied. The wholo of the roofing of tho temple is comparatively new 
from the beams upwards, eveepting the ceiling of the eastern porch, which is original. 
Tho west porch, before the main entrance, liasbcon entirely rebuilt, and when theso repairs 
were carried out, tho walls weie “ pointed” with chunam, tho raw white lines of which 
being no improvement upon the general appearance of the interior. Tho shrioo doorways, 
winch are both alike, are fairly well carved, and Gnnapati* presides above tbora. Tho 
entrance doorway has, with its porch, been entirely rebuilt, tho side jambs arid threshold 
of the original being included in tho new work. Upon the outside of tho shrine, ‘on 
the north and south, is ft niche containing figures o£ KAlibA MAtA and the Ttindasa, 
rcspcctiv cly. * ’

"goddess Is half built," half hewn, in the south-east corner of the pit, and the western Si</e - 
is occupied by caves used as dhurmaMlds, two orthree in number, for they are much .mixed 
up together.

About *60 yards down the ratine is the best cave in- the place, a great cistern about 
forty feet square-, the centre of which is occupied by a huge dihga surrounded by four , 
pillars, — something resembling in pattern those of the chief cave at 'Elephanta, but much 
more slender.

Anjaneri or Anjani-giri, 14 miles west ol Ntisik on the Trimbak Road, is 1 u 
small -village, on the lower slopes o£ the hill upon -which is, or was, a fort Of the same 
name. Just below the Tillage, in the plain, scattered over an area of abpnt half 
a square mile, have been innumerable small shrines, sixteen of which now stand in whole 
or in part, while the rest are represented by the mounds whero they stood, upon many of 
which lie heaps of their material— columns, figures, beams, and carved blocks. The most 
striking feature about all these is the small scale upon which they have been built, and 
they are nil independent shrines and not_satellites to a larger one. They all appear to rest 
upon brick foundations. They have been dedicated to vnrious deities, the mote important 
ones being Jaina ; two arc Vaislmava, while the rest are Saivite. They face all directions 
of the compass. They arc not used, nor do they seem ever to have been much used. The 
shattered condition they are now in seems to point to wanton destruction by the hand of 
man, but trees, cactus bushes and other plants grow most luxuriantly upon them. Beside 
the temples there "appear to have been extensive masonry tanks, none of which, beyond 
their pits, and a few bits ot stone-work, remain." There is one group of Jaina shrines, 
II 6. which on account of their better preservation than the rest, and tbo presence in one of a 
very finely engraved and important Inscription, might be considered the principal, group. 
Dated inscriptions upon temples arc so very few and rare that when they are found they, 
are of the utmost importance in fixing a style of architecture definitely, and giving a fixed 
point around which to group its variations. The inscription at Anjaneri records that in 
Salcasamval 1003 Seunachandra III. gave three shops in the city (probably Anjaneri) for 
maintaining tile temple of Chandraprnbha, and that a rich merchant named Vntsarnja, 
with two others, lAhada and Daiaratha, gave a shop and house for the same purpose.

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the left end of ibc verandah is a covered coll; in fcbe back, at tho loft side, "a door has 
been begtln but not cut through the wall ; nest to it is a plain rectangular window; the * 
central doorway is plain with ,a raised sill, and has Tirtbankaras or dvdrapdlas by tho sides 
of it; Gautama, cm tho left, is 5' 2" high and is attended by two female figures about 3J 
feet high. Over tho door is a Jina seated cross-legged, about 14* high on a throne with 
three lions on the front of it, with a mate cfiauri bearer 21*’ high on each side. To tho 
left of this is a fat figure seated on a kneeling elephant ; and to the right, a female 
(Ambikfi) is also squatted on somo couching animal, and holding a child on her knee. 
PArsvan&tha stands on tho right of the door with tho five-hooded snake canopying his 
head. On his right a feraalo attendant, about 3' high, has a single n&ja hood over her 
head ; and to liis right a male kneels on ouo knee. To the right of this is another window, 
and then a side door leading into a rough part of the cave walled off from the rest. In 
the right end of tho verandah is an unfinished cell with a bench, and over the door a 
sculpture, very like tlia£ over the central door but somewhat larger. All the sculpture, 
however, being in a very coarse spongy rock, is rough and seems to have been tou^ 1- J 
up at a comparatively late date. The interior is but roughly hewn and not properly 
squared. At the left end is a group of figures in a slight recess and consisting of, — a 
Tirthankam seated cross-legged, 10* high, on a cushion on a throne bearing the bull, the 
cltinhn of Adinatha, in tho’centre; to its left a squatted figure, and then two standing 
males, 5" high, — the other side below is unfinished. Outside each of the Jina’s arms is 
another, similarly seated, 5' high ; and over each of the three heads is a painted canopy 
with a male figure high on the central one, and a similar one at each side of him. 
Around this group are 21 shallow recesses 1 £ inch square, each containing a seated Jina; 
five down each side, three sloping upwards on each side towards one in the centre at the 
tbp of all, one unjder each of the lowest on the slopes and in line with the upper ones in the 
sides and one ovfcr each shoulder of tho larger figure ; these make in all the 24 Tirthan- 
karas or Jinas, k bench goes ro'attd^imeOferotttiSTOTer'Onlhe^ backfall, above the 
bench, is a group of figures : in the centre is a seated Pdrsvandtha, 3' 2” h ig b j^ml'a'throne 
with three lions below ; his head is canopied by a seven-hooded snake. Above is a small 
seated ’figure and on each side a standing figure 2' 9* high with high cap and chaurt. On 
each side oE this is a large seated figure with high ornamental cap, necklaces, earrings : 
tho left one is a male on a kneeling elephant with foliage below ; tho right ono is AmbiLA 
on a crouching lion or tiger and at her knee is a reclining female figure. Beyond each of 
these isu seated male 3/ o'" high, similar to tho contral figure and with similar standing males 
at each Bide, but also with a triplo umbrella upheld by VidjAdharas over tho seven-hooded 
snake. Tho right group has Gautama standing under foliage and with no other canopy. 

To the extreme right is part of a standing male figure and of others unfinished. (3) About , 
ten yards to tho right is a recess as if for tho beginning of a cave, and seven yards farther 
is tho third excavation, with an open verandah. On the left wall is a figure 2' high, 
Bquatted on an animal, with u canopy above and pilasters down each side of the compart- 
ment. On the right wall, in a similar recess, is Ambiki on her tiger with a child on her 
left hneo and a standing figure 1 foot high below her right knoo and behind the tiger ; 
figures also stand by tho pilasters and appear in the canopy overhead. In the back of 
the verandah is an ornamental central doorway with raised sill having two griffins or lions 
heads in front; an ornamental pilaster is on each side, and a cornice over the lintel 
with small etmuling males above over each pilaster and the centre of the door. To tho

In the centre of the 
verandah culing ; before the doorway is a group cut in relief representing five human figures 
In a circle. The middle figure appears to tic assisted -/or carried through the air) by 
one on either ride, while two others help beneath. OierWe doorway, on- the dedicatory 
block, is a Jina.. > & 
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Within, the Iiall ceiling or was, supported by four columns set square in the centre. 
The walls and ceilings ore plain. Only one pillar now remains intact, the others being 
more or less destroyed. Round the two sides in the .south-west and north-east corners 
fire high benches (not altars). The slirine doorway is much corroded too, hut was not so 
elaborate a3 the hall doorway. Above it, one above theoth'er on three bands of mouldings, 
are three Jinas. "Within the shrine, which is’quite plain, and measures 13 feet by 12 feet, 
upon an altar against the back wall, are the .r^nains of a colossal Jina. The chest, head/ 
and umbrella hive been smashed and thrown away, but the legs and cushion are left. In 
the middle of the cushion is the hull, shewing the figure to have been that of Rishahhadeva, 
while on*eithcr > sid<? of it is an inscription datcd^ampaf 12GG (a.d. 1210). 

There was a very fine inscription’ upon the wall in the north end of the. cave/ only a 
very small fragment of uhichmowTemains. The rest has flaked off. The letters were 
small and well cut, the inscribed panel measuring, perhaps, four to five feet across the * 
• depth being uncertain. The front of the cave, with the main doorway, was originally • 
painted, traces of which still remain. The partition wall between. the verandah and the* 
hall has been entirely built of great ^regular masses well fitted together. (Survoyod.)

(1) The temple of Renata is a comparatively modern construction of no parti- 
cular arcliitectural interest, Save that it has a fine broad flight of steps leading up to it, tad 
which appears to bo its chief feature. At the foot of this /light of stairs are offerings in 
the shape of from twenty to thirty miniature flight? of stairs (five steps in each) carved on 
email squared blocks of stones -Pilgrims bring these and leave them there. But the 
most interesting things at this temple are two images in wood lying in tho inner court- 
yard of tlie temple and much hddaubed witb rod paint. They have been exceedingly well 
carved, but are much weather-worn. They are both Roman Catholic images— ono 
representing the Annunciation and the other St. Anna with the infi*>t Virgin on her 
knee. In the first, the Virgin Mary stands upon the crescent moon witlm Crown upon’ 
her head, and is robed in flowing garments, while all around her^iUrininc/ an oval framg— 
about her person, is a garland of. flowers. The first image is a bas-relief, *nn]reas*ilio' 
second is a statuette, both Of wood. * "When or how they were brought hero no one seems 
to know. • They have now the names of Hindu goddesses and serve as such. 

* (2) The Jaina Cavo which is .excavated in one of the lower cliffs of the CUAndor 
Port -hill, just above the. town to tho east, is a roughly cut small room, entered by <- 
doorway, and supported within by/two central, heavy, .and clfunsilv cut square columns. 
Around the four sides of the care in bas-relief” aro scores* of figures, _ large and small, 
mostly images of ‘the fit ihaniaras. On the back or west nail is the principal figure, « 
that of Ckandraprahlia, with the crescent moon hencath him. This was originally the 
principal Object of worship in tho cave.

The figure sculpture, which is thick upon its exterior, is almost completely 
ruined, either by vandals or by both them and the weather The stone b Q ing of rather a 
soft nature seems to have weathered to the condition of mtirum and now crumbles away 
with the least touch. The broken walls of the fallen shrine give a gool idea of ban the

Scattered among the ruins 
nre the remains of several old temples. . The hills here are recessed, forming a horse-shoe- 
Bliaped valley, the two horns of the former, which project northwards, being about a mile 
apart at their ends, while the glen betvvcen them runs back about a mile nnd a half.. 
At the upper end of the valley, above the temple of Ai BhavAni, on the east side, a 
mountain path winds up the lonely glen, the Pitalkhora, in which are situated the well 
known Pitalkhora caves. A stream, fed by the numerous mountain torrents from the ' 
hills around, winds_ down the PAtan valley, and in one of its curves sweeps by the foot 
of the shrine of Ai BhavAni, at which there is still kept up a yearly jatrd or fair. 
The stream inclines, throughout its meanderings, towards the eastern hills, leaving a 
considerable area between it and the western cliffs in which, high up above, are 
the caves known ns NAgArjuna’s kotri, Sitn’s Nhdni, and SringAr"’ ChdmiU, a ’space 
ample enough for the old town of PAtna whose ruins now occupy this ground. The whole 
of the valley is thickly wooded, being quite uninhabited, save by the owl, the jackail, 
the wild pig, the panther, and an occasional tiger. The mins of the old town are thick]* 
scattered about, and with difficulty maintain their ground against the encroachments of 
the jungle, which, when unable to displace them, just grows over them and casts its 
creeper entanglements firmly around their mouldering walls. 

Beyond the few ruined temples, tanks, and wells, there is uow nothing above ground 
to represent tbo more ancient city. Tire ruins that now crist, composed of mua and ' 
f rubble' stone waits nnd MusalmSn graves, are or a comparatively recent town, and tli.it a 
town of no great size. It appears to bare been walled in with strong high mud walls and l 
high bastions, within which was a citadel similarly fortified. The crumbling wallsof th ■ 
enclosures, with the foundations ot mud and rubble built houses, still evist. One of th" 
walls runs along east and west by the side of the principal temple, that of irahefvara and ' 
la built on to it on either side, thus making the temple itself, which is upon high ground 
part ot the wall, the nortli fare being within, while the south face is without, the fort-’ 
Opposite this on tire south, and separated from it by a broad passage, is another small" 
fortified enclosure in which is a small ruined temple with an inscription over its doorway.

mains at VAglili arc the temple of Mudlifiidevi, a mile to the south-west of the village, and 
the temple of Krishna in the village. The former is situated upon an artificial mound upon 
the bank of the river, and is now partly in ruin*. Smaller shrines which surrounded it» 
and stood upon the margins of the platform, have disappeared save the ruins of one which 
stood on the south of the temple. Although passing now under the name of Mudhaidevi’s 
temple, it would appear to have been originally dedicated to Storyu, for, of the only three 
figures sculptured upon the walls of the shrine, the one upon the principal face, the west or 
back wall, is that of SArya with his seven horses. Lying within the teni pie, and also outside 
are large blocks, portions of the temple, upon which are carved full length figures of 
Story a, tlirce on each. There arc some very neat decorated ceilings in this temple. The 
silhara or tower of the temple has disappeared.

Within the hall on a laised platform 
is an arrangement made up with a brass mask, and which is now worshipped as Krisb 
The inscription slabs are rather corroded, but all three belong to one inscription and 
record the election of a temple of SiddheSanatlia or SiddheSvara by Govindar&jo, with a well 
attached and a s>Utra or dispensary. The last few' lines record a grant to this temple by 
Govindarija and his superior, kiug Seuna, in Samvat 991 (a.d. 1009). Seuna is the 
Deva/uirdja Seunnchandra II. This temple was thus built some two hundred jears before 
IJ&ttUdpant lived, who is the traditional founder of these temples. This inscription is also 
t ,** very important as it gives a dynasty of petty king3 ruling for about four hundred years 
previously who are said to have come from Dwtorkl.

I— AHMADABAD ZILLA 

I — DiSRBOI Taluka • 

1. The city of Ahmadabad lies along the east bank of the SAbarmatf nrer about 60 
miles from its source It is completely enclosed by high lofty walls which were first boilfc 
by Sultan Ahmad in 1412, strengthened by Sultan Muhammad Bigarah in 14SG, and wyre 
finally restored in 1832 The western wall is in nearly a straight line from nqrth to 
south, its bastions looking down upon the nrer. The continuation of the walls round the 
north, east, and south of the city forms an irregular fan-shaped enclosure. Situated xn 
^ho middle of the western side of the city, with the city walla forming its western 
defence, is the square enclosure called the ‘ Bhadr ’ (Cir 1412) This was the citadel 
and contained the palaces of the Saltan and his nobles, and later the head-quarters of the 
Pcsva when the combined Marathi forces held the city. The great bastion to the south- 
west corner of the * Bhadr* is said to contain the foundation stone of the city 

The principal entrance to the Bhadr is on the east through a large massive gateway 
flanked and surmounted by bastions. To the south of this gateway, built on to it, and 
forming the south-east corner of the Bbadr, is Azam Khan’s palace, now used as public 
offices and one of the largest buddings in the city. About 500 yards m front of this 
gateway is the Tin Darwaja, or triple gateway, which spans the mam street. 

Between the Bhadr and the south-west corner of the city is another enclosure, now 
let for private use but originally the seat of the Gaikvad's Government when the Peivi 
occupied the Bhadr. It is known as the Gaikvad’s Haveli (Cir 1738) 

The rest of the city traveled by a net-work of roads, streets, and laues, remarkably 
for their narrowness and awkward turns, is thickly occupied and built upon Amongst thy 
dwellings and Bbops is a good sprinkling of mo*que3, tombs, and temples 

Although Ahmadabad takes its name from its reputed founder Ahmad Shah I., it 
*was probably in existence as a city long before his time Raja Karan of the Solanki race 
of Anbilvada, in his excursions against the predatory tnbes of thi3 part, is said to have 
built the town of KarnaVati m the 11th century, which most probably was the town that 
Ahmad Shah took possession of as his capital and adorned with many of its mosques and 
tombs That this locality was an important one before the 'Muhammadan annexation is 
sufficiently attested by the many remains of Hindu architecture m the city and suburbs. 
All the pillars in Ahmad Shah’s mosque, the oldest in the city, are pillaged from a Hindu 
temple, and on ono is an inscription in Devandgari dated Samvat 1307, which seems to 
have escaped the hands of the Moslem iconoclasts Many Hindu images have been found 
and are still turning up The well of Mata Bhavanl to the north-east of the city is far

older than the Muhammadan period, and in nil probability served as a model for the for 
more advanced specimens of Dada Harir’s, Adfilaj, and others through the province. 

Bat whatever tho city was beforo the Muhammadan period, its chioE interest lies in 
these subsequent times. The greatest part of tho architectural work of that time has 
"been Bwepfc away and its material used to raise tho mosques and tombs, walls and bastions 
of the conquerors. 

Ahmad Khan, or Ahmad Shah, was tho grandson of MuzafFar Shah, who from being 
viceroy of the province under tho imperial court of Delhi assumed regal power. Ahmad 
Shah is said to have founded the city of Alima (labad on or near the site of tho villngo of 
Asaval in A.n. 1412. During his reign were raised some of tho finosfc buildingS in the 
city, — his own mosque in tho Bhadr ; tho Jumfi roosqtoe, the most extensivo in the city ; 
Rani Sipri’s mosque and tomb, tho most complete in all its' parts ; Haibat Khftn's mosque ; 
Sayyid Alam’s mosquo ; tho Tin Darwaja ; Sidi Sayyid’s mosque, in which are two specimens 
of about tho best window tracery in Gujarat, perhaps in India ; and bis own tomb and 
that oE bis queens. In the suburbs was constructed, during his reign, Malik Alam’s*' 
mosque, two miles to the south of the city. 

Ahmad SbSk reigned until a.d. 1443, when ho was succeeded by his son Muhammad 
8h§h, who reigned from a.d. 1443 to 1451. He does not appear to have done much to 
the city in his short reign, which was chiefly passed in foreign wars. In A.i>. 1459 he 
was succeeded by his son Qutb ShiLh. The mosquo and tomb of SlAkh Ahmad Khuttu 
Ganj Bakhsb at Sarkej, with tho adjoining tank, wore completed during his reign. IIo 
built his own mosquo in Mirzapur during his father’s lifetime?. Kankaria’s Tank was 
completed, Dharya Khan’s tomb, and tho Batwa. and Usmanpur mosques were finished in 
lus time. 

Dying in 1459 a.d. he was followed in the kingdom by his younger brother, Mahmud 
Bigarah, the most celebrated of the kings of "Abmndabad. His was a long reign from 
1459 a.d. to 1511 a.d. “ Hia personal strength, courage, and militaiy skill are as con- 
spicuous as his religious bigotry and hia stern but far-sighted statesmanship. His love for 
architecture is attested by tho cities oE Mustafabad and Mahmudabud, which he founded 
at Junagad and Champanir, and another Mahmudabud (or Melimadabad) near Kheda, 
as also by the numerous and elaborate additions wliioh his nobles, following his tasto, 
made to Abmadabad and its environs.” 

During bis reign were built tbe mosquo and tomb of Sayyid TJsmfin on the west 
bank of tbo Sabarnmti, Miyan Khun Chisti’s mosquo, Mulififiz EMn’s mosque, Acbyut 
Bibi’s mosquo and tomb, Dastur Khan’s mosque, DadaHnrir’s well, and tho Shah Alani group 
three miles to tbo south of tbo city. Mahmud Bigarah was succeeded by bis son MuzafTar 

II. (a.d. 1511—1526), and ho by Bahadur ShSh, Mahmud II., Ahmad Shah II., MuzafTar 

III. , in order down to a.d. 1572, when Akbar marohed into Gujarat, captured MuzafTar 
reduced tbo province^ and loft a governor to carry on its affairs. 

" Tor about ono hundred and fifty years subsequent* to its invasion by Akbnr 
Gujarat was governed by tbo viceroys of tlio emperors of Delhi, among whom wore Shah 
Jahin and Aurnngzib beforo they themselves ascended tho imperial throne. During the 
first half at least of this period, Ahmadab&d appears to havo been in the zenith of its 
prosperity. Under MuzafTar Shah III., indeed almost tho last, and not tho least beautiful. 
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of tho stone mosques had been erected , and subsequent buildings are mostly in the plainer 
and more massive style of the Pathans ” 

The Marath&s appeared on tho scene about the beginning of the eighteenth century. 
They earned their plundering raids into Gujarat, and the viceroys, at this time much 
enfeebled by tho absence of aid from either Delhi or surrounding ohiefs, could not cope 
with theso new enemies and “wad 1755 the Muhammadan power in Gujarat was finally 
extinguished, and the Mnratbas, though dmded among themselves, took their place. 
They burnt and plundered tho property of friend and foo with almost equal energy 
and spared neither mosque nor templo which it suited them to destroy Innumerable 
are the architectural monuments winch have thus suffered from their wantonness and 
malice, and the interesting rums of which the very materials hate been carried away for 
building purposes. Ahmadabad, m particular, felt so heavily the effects of their internal 
feuds and grinding rule, combined with tho natural decay of the Muhammadan population, 
that its suburbs almost disappeared, largo quarters within the walls became de3olato, 
many splendid buildings were destroyed fortunately the tide of anarchy was 

arrested ere it had wrought even more disastrous results by the supervention of the 
British power ” 

An army under General Goddard advanced upon Ahmadabad “ and on the 10th of 
Februaiy (1780 a.d ) displayed, for the first time, the British colours before the Moslem 
capital of Gujarat The Maratha governor declining to surrender, a battery was opened 
* on tho 12th, and on the morning of tho loth a forlorn hope, followed by the Grenadiers 
of tho Bombay division, rushed up tho breach, which the garrison, after a determined 
" ^taHil 7 SSrd~wiIeqthrco hundred of their number had fallen, at length relinquished ” Since 
then Ahmadabad has remained in the hands of the British 

Buddings in tho City — 

i (1) The Jlosque of Ahmad Shah (a.d 1414) — In the couth of the Bhadr 

or citadel is the oldest Muhammadan building in tho city. Architecturally it is unique , 
the external 6crcouod stair and tho ladies* gallery being the most curious mixture possible 
of Muslim and Iliudu stylos. Tho pillars throughout the mosque are takon from old Hindu 
temples , on one of them thero is a Dtcandgan inscription dated 1307 Tho domes 

aro richly carved Over tho principal v\»hr&h is an Arabic inscription Tho minarets 
were taken down eleven years ago being bally shaken and tho stones were marked 
and laid on the roof, but no attempt has 8inco been mado to rebuild them The mosque 
has been descried and neglected for many years, and is now in possession of Government

o (2) Tho Jiiui Masjid (ad 1421) m a court 3S2 feet by 223 feet, tho 

mosque itself being 210 feet by 05 feet and 17 feet high U ithm it are 2o2 pillars and 
70 pilasters supporting 15 domes arranged symmetrically, tho centre three being 
somewhat larger and considerably higher than tho others The mmarcts once famous 
as " tho slinking mmarcts of Ahmnd ibad,” were thrown down by tho earthquake of 1810. 

Mr Fergu'son •ays, this " though not remarkable for its size is ono of the most 

beautiful mosquea in the Last ** The nchrdbi c~ Midi are inlaid with coloured 
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marbles. Until 1871-72 it was in clmrgo of soveral people, including tlio Qstai of Ahmada-, 
bad, Now it is in ebargo of tbo Collector nnd is managed by tbo City Magistrate. 

6. (3) Tlio Queen's or Rlni Rupwanti's Jlosquo in Mtrrhpur- quarter, 

near tbo travellers’ bungalow, 105feetby 4Cfeetand32fectbigli, consists of threo domes stand- 
ing on- 12 pillars each with the central part so raised ns to admit light to the interior. The 
minarets fell in 1819, but tbo bases of them are filled with exqnisite patterns of tracery.

lift. (92) The tomb of D ary ft Khftn north of the city near AchyutBIM’s Masjid 
(No. 96) erected in 1453 a.d„ is imposing and notable for its constructional peculiarities. 
It is entirely of brick, the walls being very thick. It is the most massive building in or 
around Ahmadabad, It has a very large and lofty brick dome. It has five arches in each 
lace of the verandah. Darya Khan was one of Mahmud Blgarah’s nobles who founded the 
quarter of Daryapur in Ahmadabad. The structure is purely Muhammadan in style and is 
interesting as a fine specimen of brick-work on a large scale. Its proportions are fine, the 
walls are massive and form fitting supports to its large and lofty dome. Some of the 
arches and smaller domes of the outer corridors are cracked, and the brick-work of the 
piers near the ground is considerably worn away in places. 

II ft. (93) Achyut Blbl’s Masjid and Tomb, mile north of the city 

and on the east side of the river, partly ruined by the earthquake of 1819, The mctsjid was 
built by Haji Malik Behau’d-din Imidu’l-raulk, brother of Malik Makhsud Yazir, in 1469, for 
bis wile Bibi Achyut Kuki. It has a fine facade and there is much tracery on the bases of 
the minarets. It is almost a copy of the Mfrzftpur Queen’s mosque and has three marble 
mehrdbs with an insmpilrjj over the- central onel The xuimbdr is of marble and has .? 
canopy over it. The central one of the three domes is raised and neatly carved inside. 
The tomb in the enclosure is small and neat. The upper portion of the wall surrounding 
the inner enclosure is perforated between small pilasters ; and the entrance to it has been 
carved with much taste, but will soon be a total ruin unless cared for. 

II a. (94) Tomb of Mir Abu Turftb outside the city to the south, — an octagonal 

dome supported on twelve pillars, with a corridor round it forming a square of 41 feet, with 
six pillars on each face. Here the arch is used as a constructive feature throughout the 
building, the pillars becoming the piers that support it. 

I ft. (95) Mosque and tomb of Sayyid UsraJn, a mile north-west from the 

city, and on the west of the river. Limit by Muhammad Bigarah in 1460 in the style of the 
Sarkhej mosque. In the tomb “ a very considerable amount of variety is obtained by group, 
ing the pillars in twos and fours and by the different spacing In elevation the dome looks 
heavy for the substructure, hot not so in perspective, and when the screens were added 
to enclose the central square, it was altogether the moat successful sepulchral design 
carried out in the pillared style at Ahmadabad” (Fergusson). It is 78 feet square aud has 
^ — ~ a dome 38 feet in diameter, supported on twelve pillars.

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Ill, (96) Miy an Kh&n Chisti’s Masjid near the river, about 2 miles north 

of the city, between Aohyut Blbi’s raosque and Shahi. Blgb, built in a.d. 1^65 by Malik 
Makhsud Yazir, has been turned into a dwelling-house by the railway officials. This 
desecration took place about twenty years ago. It has two fine minarets with rounded 
or domed tops. The land is personal indm land in the name of Mehmud Mia Khub 3Iin 
to whom a sanad lias been issued by the Collector. 

I b. (97) Slifth Alam, about 3 miles south of the city. The tomb (cir. 1476) is 

surrounded by a screen of perforated trellis work, ns is also the corridor round it. ^ The 
interior of the dome is inlaid with mother-of-pearl and prettily painted. Beside it is the 
tomb of Mai Alam, a somewhat plainer building, and the largo masjid built by Muhammad 
Salah Badakshi with two lofty and elegant mindrs built by Nisabat Khan and Saif Khan ; 
also just within tbo gate an assembly ball built by MuzafFar Shah II. (1561-72) and several 
other buildings. At present there are there villages attached to these buildings for their 
up-keep, viz,, Sarsa in MchmudabM idlukd of Khcda, and Isanpur and Vasna Makfampur 
in Daskroi tdlnkd of Ahraadabad ; and an amount in cash of Rs. 143-8-S is paid to the 
Indrnddr annually from the Daskroi M&mlatdilr's treasury. The edifices were totally 
neglected formerly juSt as the other large mosques and rausas in and around AhmadSbad 
have been. Sir Barrow H. Ellis, K.C.S.I., in his official visit to the AhmadAbSd district 
during his tour of 1862-63, as Revenue Commissioner, N. D., took advantage of the 
opportunity of the settlement of the rights of the Indmddr to stipulate for a portion of 
the revenues of the villages being taken over by the local authorities for the repair of 
the buildings and the arrangement received the sanction of Government. This portion 
amounts to upwards of Rs. 2,000 every year, more or less according to the season. The 
work of repair commenced in 186G or 1807. 
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lb (102) Btbi Ji’s Masjid at Rajpur Hirpur is a very fine mosque, very ^vell 
proportioned and elegant, and deserves to be preserved as a good specimen of the Ahmad 
Sh&hi style of architecture Bib!

"When Mahmud BIgarah was ruler of Gujarat, one of the Bhayads or cousins of this 
Mokkrtji, who was also named Ranaji, was in the enjoyment of the Ranpur estate, and 
held it as an independent chief The R ya of Marwir had married Ins two daughters the 
eldest to Mahmud BIgarah and the younger to this Ran iji It so happened that Loth the 
sisters one day met at their father’s house. The Begun asked her younger sister to come 
and dine with her Out of respect lor her elder sister, without giving out the true cause, 
she refused to dme When farther pressed on the matter, Ranaji s wife plainly told her 
that as she had married a Musalman, she could not now take her meals with her The 
elder sister took this to heart and went and informed her hu c band about the insult that 
was offered to her Mahmud tned to effect an amicable settlement by converting Ranaji 
and his wife, but failed m his atttmpt to do so Kanaji then fell under the displeasure of 
the chief An army was sent to Ranpur under the command of Bhaudenkhan Ranaji 
was killed and the country came under the direct control of Mahmud Bigarah, who sub 
sequently bestowed it on Haloji Parmar, the ancestor of the present MoIe«atam Parmars 
in Ranpur 

A Jat Sardar residing in Sind had a beautiful daughter named Snmribai The 
king of Sind wanted to marry her but his overtures were rejected and the Jat left the 
country and came to Midi, where I agdbarji and Haloji of Parmar descent were reigning 
They kept the Jits under fheir protection and promised to assist them against the forces 
of the chief of Sind. The latter, however followed and laid siege to Mull. Through 
the treachery of nn officer the single well from which the Parmars derived their water 
supply was polluted by the head of a* cow being thrown into it The Tarmars then sur- 
rendered. Sumubai, the daughter of the Jat Sardar, was however, sept away to some 
secure place and Haloji was delivered over to the enemy as a hostage. Sumnbai retired 
towards Vanod where she -died and where her grave is still pointed out On the other 
side, Lagdharji sought the protection of Mahmud Bigarah who thereupon sent an army 
agamst bind and defeated lnm Haloji was delivered, bnt only to fall into the hands of 
Mahmud Bigarah He was converted to Muhammadanism, and Ranpur together with 
the surrounling villages which were recently conquered from Ranaji Gohel were bestowed 
on him Thus the Gohel dynasty became extinct at Ranpur, and Haloji eatibhohed him 
self at that place Lagdharji, however, remained a Hindu and Ins de cendants are still 
at Mull Haloji was killed near Dhandhuka in an engagement between him and the 
Kathi , and his grave is still to be seen there and is know n as Halusa Fir 

HAloji was succeeded by Hasnji, who was succeeded by his son Kubanji on whose 
death his son Shahuji came to the throne It was daring the time of the latter that Azam 
Khan the Subbcdar of Gujarat built the fort at Ranpur DAduji was the eldest son of 
Shahuji and he succeeded his father His son Tajoji subdued the Katins The succession 
remained in a direct line for three generations Tog-yi succeeded his father Tajoji 
HAmoji succeeded him at hia death, then Sahebji and Ahimbhai ascended the throne 
m succession 

During the time of the last-mentioned in A d 173G Raja Sabalsing of Wadhwun and 
the son of the DhrangadhrA Raja had gone on a visit of condolence to the Raja of Bhav- 
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nagar. On their way hack they remained lor one night at Itanpur. These two princes 
went to see the tort. They were so delighted with it that they did not wish to ‘leave it, 
hut resolved to occupy it by force if necessary. A fight ensued between the followers of 
AhirabhSi and those of the two princes. The Raja of Dhr.ingadhru reprimanded his son 
and called him back with his men. Sabalsing also went away to Wad h wan, but returned 
with reinforcements and laid siege to the fort and reduced the garrison to great distress, 
At this time Damaji G&ikvful of Barod.I had come to Dholka to levy tribute. Ahimbb&i 
Secretly went to him and hired his assistance. On the arrival of the Gaikvad’s forces, 
Sabalsing raised the siege and proceeded towards Nngcsli.. Damaji followed him, and in 
an engagement Sabalsing wa 3 defeated and taken prisoner. Owing to the intervention 
of Ahimhlui, Sabalsing was spared an ignominious death, but kept in prison at Sorigafb 
from which he returned after paying a large ransom. AhimbhAi bestowed the lands and 
revenue of Ranpur on Dfim&ji in consideration of the assistance thus afforded to him. The 
Gaikvad then established his own thdnd in the village. Subsequent to this the country 
passed* into the hands of the Re£va, and when the British Government came into posses- 
sion after, the battle of Kbadki (Kirkee) 4 the village of Runpur was treated as khdlsd, 
while the rest of the villages enjoyed by Aliimbliai’s descendants lire held under the 
TdiuMiln tenure. 

2. Bhimnath According to tradition the place wh.ere the present mandira of 
Bkimrutha. stands was the abode of the giant Hidimbu. The Pavulavas came thither. 
Arjuna was in the habit of not taking his food till he had performed the pdjd of 
Mahadcva. In this jungle they could not find any mandira of Mahadcva, so ho could not 
take his regular meals. His brother Bhima, thinking that he would have to fast long, went 
out in search of a mandira , He came to a place where some jala trees were. (Those 
now standing are said to have existed since that time.) He dug a hole in the ground, put 
a stone therein, and covered the same with a heap of earth and rubbish. Bhtma performed 
an imitation pdjd an( l placed wild flowers on the heap. He returned to camp and inform- 
ed his brother Arjuna that he had found out a Siva station, and pointed to the jala trees. 
Arjuna went to tlie spot, made his devotions, returncd. and 'took his meals. Bhima then 
ridiculed Uis brother, and told him that tlio place where he had worshipped was not a Siva 
btation, but that lie himself had put a piece of stone underground and promised to point it 
out if he wished. Arjuna replied that' for himself he was sincere in hia devotions, and had 
helic.\ cd that it was a $i\ a station. All the live brothers and their mother Kunlnji went to 
the spot. Bldma removed the heap of dust nnd rubbish as well as the w ild flowers, and 
struck his stick on the stone, which fractured it and to their astonishment mill; be"nn to 
flow from it. The fracture made with Bhimu’s stick in the stone is stiil shown to the de- 
xotcc*. As tlm god. thus showed himself by a stroke of Bhhna’s stick, it was named after 
him ns B him nit ha Mahiideia.

Those who can partake of the meals without objection 
to their caste feelings do so ; those who cannot are provided with raw grain and 'cook their 
own food. •

selection of a Chela from particular castes, such as Atit, Gosavi, Bairagi and pabari. s

This Raja, it is said, was a bitter 
enemy to the Musalm&ns and never broke his fast till he had killed one of them and 
made a mark on his forehead with tho blood of the slain. This practice he continued till 
it reached the tars of Malinmdshali through a woman whose sou had fallen n victim. 
MahmudsMh led an urray to Chokri and killed the lUjl The son of the latter killed

death, he requested the Musalrailna about him to be buried at the side of Gajbanshah, 
and in compliance with this request he was buried where the rauza at BhadiyAd stands 
•now. This raitsa was built some 200 years after his death at tho expense of the Nawdb 
of Cambay, who also assigned to it an annual allowance of Its. 350. The'Visits which 
Shull Alam of Ahmadalud and other MusalmAns of note paid to tlio* rauza rendered it 
attractive to others. Thousands of people, chiefly MusalmSns from all parts of GujurAt, 
annually come to pay their homage to the BhadiyAdm Pir. A blind Br Alima* 1 is 'said to 
have had Ins eye-sight restored on his embracing tho Muhammadan faith. There was an 
iron chain in the ihirQdh weighing a man nnd a quarter. By means of thi2 chain the 
innocence or olhcrwi«o of a person accused of a crime u**ed to be tested. He was made to 
wear it and to walk with it to a distance of seven steps. If the chain broke into two 
pieces o! itself nrter this the innocence of tho party was proved beyond a doubt, otherwise 
he was hold guilty and punished for his crime.

(died 9GG A.n ), at Sojali, 3 miles north-ea<=t from Mabmudabad, one of the finest Muham- 
madan remains in Gujarat “ There is a simplicity abont its plan, a solidity and balance of 
parts in the design, which is not always found m the-e tomb-', and has rarelr^if ever, been 
surpassed m an\ tomb in India. The details, too, are all elegant and appropriate, «o that it 
only wants somewhat increased dimensions to rank among the very first of its class Its 
constructive arrangements too, are so perfect thatmo alteration in them would be required, 
if the scale had been %ery much increased The tomb itself is ^urropnded by a screen of 
perforated stone work, of the very finest tracerv, and, with its double a erandab, aids in 
giving the sepulchral chamber that seclusion and repo e «h> indispensable in a mausoleum ” 
(Fergus on’s Architecture, p 539) Jt contains two central tombs — of Mubarak Savyid 
and his *on Miran Sayyid, and three later tombs, on the east side , also one enclosed at a 
later date in the east verandah There are several recent tombs also in the verandah?- 

The tomb stands in the corner of a small irregular fort, the lower portion of the walls 
of which ai-e of stone— apparently Hindu work, — and the upper part of brick and probably 
much more modern The north east comer of the rauza has been restored with brick, 
and alterations have been made in the screens It has been «sadl\ injured by the villagers 
within the last 20 j ears and is greatly in need of some care being taken of it (Surveyed )

that nothing save a human sacrifice would appease her The beautiful Lakshmi 
the virgin daughter of the chief "\addar (or tank dig a er) then stepped forward and 
offered herself which the brutes accepted md she was buried alive below the site 
of the stone, which was then erected without further trouble I mention this anecdote 
aa curious and because I believe it fmnded on fact Tho sluice is nov a temple 
and I have been informed that it became so m consequence of this sacrifice 

* The tank was finished and gradually filled, when to the utter discomfiture of 
its constructors it burst not through the valley they had so carefully closed but 
through the 1 ill side itself It is difficult now to ascertain the exact cause Tradition 
says that there was a third sluice on the hill where the breach now is if so it must 
have been the waste weir, and utterlv inefficient for its purpose n« the naiive weirs 
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on, and in tlie absence of any miners or men at all skilled m tunnelling, the only plan 
appeared to be to gently dig over the broken stones and trust to find sounder ones 
beyond, and thus again get a roof over our heads. This turned out to be the case 
Only a few of the covering stones had fallen in, and the earth above them was suffi- 
ciently consolidated by time to allow of a passage being dug over Iu this way the 
two parties at length joined, and the old subterranean gallery was opened fiom end 
to end (800 feet in all), and the draught through them made the air pleasant enough 

** The culvert below the floor of the old work was then -proceeded with, the 
latter acting as a ventilator as well as roof till the new tunnel was arched in *AU 
went on well enough till towards the centre, where roqk of the very hardest nature 
was met with which could, ns it were, bo only scraped away by our tool* Blasting 
was out of the question with such a richetty mass of old masonry above, and the 
remaining work was literally taken out in powder 

"The rayats, who had watched our efforts with interest not umnured with 
grave doubts as to the water goddess who had frustrated the Qngmal builder, over 
allowing any one else to succeed, are now contentedly irrigating their lands with the 
plentiful stream issuing from the new culvert A considerable length of canal has 
been made and more is making, and a very fine expanse of garden land is in course 
of creation The sketches annexed (Plates I and II ) sufficiently illustrate the work 
without requiring further description Tho key to the wholo was tho tapping tho 
loug imprisoned wathr by the low level tunnel, a Inch, tho jgh an msigmficaut work

About four hundred years ago the Putil of Mosur, whose family lived at PuraTarkeri 
in the &itnoga tabl'd, had a beautiful daughter called Kenehava, whom tile king of 
Anagundt wished to mirry,but she objected to him as a Kshatriya, and fled Tho 
Tungabhadra Itivcr mado way for her Her parents wished to marry her to the Putil of 
Isfir, Sikharpur t&lukd, and set out to colebrate the marriage , but passing a tcmplo 
which stood whero now tho iladak tank is, she entered it and devoted herself to the god 
Her sister was married to tho Isftr Pdltl and tho Anagundt king made tho tank, when tho 
temple was submerged Tho run fall was so abundant tho year that tho tank was built, 
that it was watched lost it should burst The talacai ou guard bccatno possessed of 
Kenchai i, who told him to inform Mnllangauda of Mdsur that sho would not remain any 
longer whero sho wns, unless a woman m tho ninth month of pregnancy were sacrificed to 
her Tho talarar said ho was afraid to leave tho tank, for if it burst while ho was away 
tho Pahl woull punish him Kenehava, howeier, promised that tho embankment should 
not break, but if bo were long in returning, tbo water would bir»t through tho lulls but 
not through the M Tho Patti, annoyed at tho man leaving his post, had him tied up 
and punished, and did not offer the sacrifice Kencharu consequently broke through the 
bill and tho embankment ns well 

Le nmd further says that poor people used to go to the tank and beg for a loan of 
no«c and car rings to u e ot marriage cert monies and found them on the bank Once, a 
man without returning the orharaents went and called Kenehava bv name, to which she 
answered lie exclaimed, * Win, th«n ny xou arc dead, and yet here you answer me * 
Since then she has been mute 
*n«-sa 
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Twelve years ago a flsliorhian'fl tackle got entonglocl in tire roof of the submerged 
templo. Diving down to disentangle it, ho entered tho temple and saw a golden image o 
KencliftVd. She warned him that if ho revealed to any ono that sho was alive, ho would . 
hurst a blood-vessel and die. Ho asked her how ho would got away, nhoreon aho pushed 
him up to tho surface. Two years after ho went to Harihar and divulged ;the secret, but 
died from the bursting of a blood-vessel. • ^ 

In times’ of drought the heads of the tomplcs in f$ikharpur tdlulA, Jfaisur, come to 
this tank with ft tali or round piece of gold find ft nose-ring, which they obtain froni^the 
Pdttl of M.isur. They place food on a small raft, and pushing it off into the tank pray to 
, Konchavft. for rain. . • i 


XII. — Jacihirs or SIrhatti, LAKsnsis^vAR, Sayanuii and JamkH/ndi. I 


1. hakshmesvar, 21 miles north-east of Shigglion and 20 milos north of Karnjgi (lat. 
15* 7\ long. 75° 21'), tho ancient Pulikcri, contains a group of oxtromely interesting tem* 
j,. "pies hut “ so completely ruined that it is almost impossible to make put their history w ith 
anything like certainty.” Ono of them ** is of great age, contemporary with the temple* 
of Haralhal|i and Kiruuatti (Korratti) and belonging, therefore, most probably, to the 
thirteenth century.” — Fergusson,*/Irc/«., Dhai tear and Mysore, Ph., 48, 49. The principal 
temples are-— (1) that of Somesvaradeva in the south of tho town, built of black granite 
and white stone, and is of very considerable size. Instead of tho invariable Itnga it 
• contains an imago of &va riding on Nandi, with Plrvatl behind him. Tho walls inside and 
out are decorated with numerous figures, — much of tho carving is regarded as illustrative ' 
of the MahdbMrata. In tho matidapa are four lines of columns supporting tho roof, the 
central compartment of which is beautifully carved. It measures about 80' by 42’. To the 
west of the temple is a beautiful stone well with an fnsrriptfon in a small room belonging to 
it. (2) The temple of Sri Lakshmfiinga in tho west of the town is also a large one, and 
I } }f tho walls are sculptured with mythological figures ; near it is ft tank. (3) Sahkhabastf, an 
old_ Jaina temple in the middle of the town, recently repaired with brick. The roof is sup- 
ported by. 3 G pillars. (4) Hala-basti, a smaller Jama temple. (5) The temple of Kodiyel* 
lama. Beautifully carved stones abound in walls, drains, &c. The Mdmlatddr has saved 
such aa attracted bis attention, and built them up in the court of the kaclicri. (Surveyed.)

The KAU Masjid 66' by 35' is noted for its chains cut out of stone and beautiful * 
traceries, which are copied as excellent patterns by silversmiths, etc. It is one of tho • 
prettiest mosques m the Presidency. It was built in 1617 A D.

kritu Samcatsara, &tLa 43 ; in the reign of Tribhuvanamalla, BliAnu Samvalsarq, Sala 27 ;

and one contains the Ghulukya genealogy to Jagidekamalla, “the elder brother ( ? ) of 
Bijala.”

II b. 2. Sirhatti, 10 miles north-cast of Lakskmesvar (lat. le° 14', long. 75° 39').* “ Tho 

pakjco at Sirkntti is, though less magnificent (than that at Vijayanagnr), a much more 
favourable specimen of the stylo. It is built in stono, and both artistically and construc- 
tively is well proportioned and elegant. Though tho windows aro pointed thcro nro pro- 
bably no real arches in the building; and tho sculptures, though sufficient to authenticate 
its Hindu origin, nro kept so subdued as not to intorforo with its Muhammadan outlino. 
It is easy to 600 that tho building is a direct copy of ono of tho palaces of BijapAv, most 
probably tho Asbar Mubarak, of which it is, in fact, little more than a rcducod lepeti- 
tiou ; but it is copied with a degree of tasto seldom found in such ovamplcs, and therefore 
moro than usually pleasing.’’ — Fergusson, Arch., Dhar. and My 8., Ph. 87, p. 72. 

II b. 3. Kundgol, Jnmkb&ndi, 20 miles south-east from Dlurwar (lat. 15° 1C', long. 75° 19'), 

There is a fine old temple, more within tho limits of tho village of Par than Kundgol ; it 
is built without lime, of highly polished stones, which nro dovetailed into ono another. 

. Tho carvings and images on the pillars and roof nro well cut, but have beon injured by 
■ Muhammadans. It was repaired by a former cbtof in 180S-0, and dedicated to Siva and 
..Pimtl. (Surveyed)

Bijapnx, til one time the capital of the Daklnn, is situated about two bundled and 
forty mileo, as the crow flies, to the south oast of Bombay It i° now reached by the 
Southern MaiAtli i Railway from its junction with tho Great Indian Peninsula Railway at 
Hotgi, and is fifty-eight and a half miles south of tins junction 

Bijapur suddenly sprung into existence as an important f ictor in the .iff airs of the 
Dahhan, rapidly attained the highest rank among its st ites, and just as suddenly collapsed 
It enjoyed the dignity of a capital, tho seat of the 'Add Sb dus, for two hundred years, 
and then surrendered its liberty to the overwhelming powci of Delhi, and was thenceforth 
compelled to take the secondary rank of one of its numerous dependencies 


Yhsuf, son of Amurath II , of Antolia, Sultan of Turkey, would liav e shared the fate 
Iub brothers met with on the death of his father lnd lie not been secretly, sent away to 
Persia by his mother Hero he grew up, but, becoming known, w is obliged to fly the 
country He eventually reached India and found Ins way to Bidai, where he took service 
under the minister Mahmud Gav an, who appointed lum to the body guaid of the king, 
Muhammad Sh&h He soon rose in the scruoo and estimation of the latter and was 
eventually given the command of the guard, afterwards boing created Master of the Horse 
with the title of 'Adil Khan When the Bular kingdom became too unwieldy to he. 
governed direct from the capital it was divided into districts with local governors in charge 
Yftsuf was so placed in charge of Bijapur The power thus put into the hands of these 
governors soon turned their heads from loyalty to their sovereign to thoughts of self- 
aggrandisement and, collecting round them troops and followers who were promised 
rewards and distinction in the new regime, they soon threw over their allegiance to Bidar 
and started petty 1 ingships on their own account Yusuf was not long m following suit 
and established himself King of Bij&pur under the title of Yftsuf ’Adil Shah in AH 
1489 He and Ins descendants continued to hold their own, until, xn the reign of Sikandnr, 
Bij&pur was attacked by the Mughal army under Aurangzib, captured, and attached as a 
new district under the all absorbing power of Dehli During this period many stirring 
and romantic scenes occurred both witlim and without its walls and m the battlefield In tbe 
city 50 many hostile elements were thrown together, Shiahs and Sums, Hindus Abyssmians 
Dakhams, Turks, Persians Afabs and other mercenaries troublesome and restless spirits, 
ever upon the aleit for adventures by which to gain their own respective ends, that it is 
not surprising that the very streets were often the scenes of bloody conflicts, that the 
palaces harboured conspirators and assassins, andthat at critic il times these internal dissen- 
sions left them open to the mercy of their enemies, who, like vultures around them ever 
Bat watching their opportunity of swooping down upon the unfortunate city ’

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(19) Ikhlag Khan's Mosque, 263 (Cit. 1560) — This mosque is 
situated about three hundred } ards vest of tho Fntk Gate It is now very much dilapi- 
dated, but what is left shows us at a glance that, though small, it was originally a very 
ornato building. It is constructed upon the old lines before Ibrahim II inaugurated the 
more elaborate stjlo of well drossed and decorated cut stone building 

(20) The Chhotti 'Astir 21 os qu c, 14 . — This is a small mosque shout tiro 
hundred and fifty jards to the east of the Dakham Idgah, remarkablo for the abundance 
of rich ornament m stucco which coiers the walls, ceiling, and part of the facade , other- 
wise there is little Worth note about the mosque It has a \erj flat w agon -vaulted ceil- 
ing, a kind often met with in JBijnpur, but nothing like that in ’Ah Shahid Pir’s mosque 

(21) Tho Dakham Idgah, 12 (1638) — This building being, as all idgdhs 
are, practically a short length of walling flanked by mmdra or bastions, is one of the 
ugliest buildings in the city. It is placed upon high ground m the west of the city not 
far from the last mosque 

(22) The Rangi Masjid, 210 — About thrao hundred 3 ards east of the 
hamlet of Shahapet, amongst ruined buildings, thickly overgrown with prickly pear and 
the wild custard apple, is a small mosque known as the * Rangi Masjid,’ and so called on 
account of the traces of some painted decoration which embellished its walls and ceding * 

(23) , Mosque, 2 — This is a small, rough, and coarsely built mosque behind (north 
of) the ’Ah (II ) Rauza, and of no consequence. It has a wagon -vaulted roof Before it 
was a tomb (?), but this has been broken down of late, and the stones removed by the 
owner of the field in which it is, 

(24) Mosque, 3 — A small mosque about eighteen feet square, with a one-arched 
front, standing a little way to the north-west of tho last It has two mtndrs, is ver} 
plain, but fairly perfect and oat m front of it stands, on a high basement, a cut-stone 
tomb which has been split m two by a ntm tree that has grown through it 

(25) Mosque, 4 — This mosque is not now of very much account, thou n-U what 
remains of its plaster decoration both inside and out shows that it was a very neatly 
finished building It is now m a very dirty state, haying been used for living in, and 
fpr this object rubble partition w alls have been built up within. It is not far from the 
last two buildings, being about a hundred yards north-west of the ’Ah (IJ ) Rauza. 

(2G) Mosque, 7 — This Btnall mosque, in the northern part of the new bazar, has 
been converted into a Hindu templo m which is placed tho hnga and Nandi with a snake 
stone Hound tho whole has been built an enclosing wall Tins building is of no account 

(27) M o s q u 0 , 11 — This 13 a small strongly built mosque close under tho west 
side of the Haidar bastion or Upari (or Uph) Burj It is m fair preservation but of httlo 
architectural merit. It ts now used by a family who havo taken up their quarters m 
one cornor of jt 

(28) Mosque, 13 — A small substantially built mosque m good condition situated 
v m a hollow, a httlo way to the south of tho Dakham Idgah Its parapet and cormco 

havo been damaged only the brackets of the latter remaining Of no particular interest 
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(29) SI o s q u o, 15. — A small mosque, fairly woll built, but of no merit, about ono 
hundred and fifty yards east of tlio Chhotft ’Asftr. Tho design of tbo bracketting under 
tho cornico is slightly different from tho usual patterns. 

(30) Mosque, 17. — A small mosquo near tbo tomb of Sikandar ’Adil SbAb with 
its north-east corner broken down. Of no account. 

(31) Mosquo, 18. — A small stone mosquo of no particular merit with six brick 
and plaster mindis. It is known as the Fatli Masjid. 

(32) Mosque, 19. — Kuown as tho Glias MandiAIasjid, and an insignificant little 
placo. 

(33) M o s quo, 21. — A small mosquo at tho back of tho CliAnd Bftori and so called 
tho Ch&nd Ihlorl ki Masjid. It has two largo cornor miners and six smaller ones. The 
building is in good ropair, is a fair spccimon of its clas3, and should bo cared for. 

(31) Mosquo, 54. — A small mosquo of little account. There is an Inscription in 
plaster over tho mchrdb and tlioro are somo good plastor discs on tho front of tho mosque, 
and on the face of tho mindr buttresses. 

(35) Mosque, GO.— A small mosquo of no account : now used ns a stable. 

(3G) Mosque, G2. — A small mosquo with ono mindr, of no merit, used as a stable. 

(37) M o b q u o, GO.— A small mosque of no consequence. 

(38) Mosquo, 08. — A very small mosquo of no account. 

(39) Mosque, 70.— Another very small mosquo of little interest, with four mindrs 
standing.

HI. (51) Mosque, 102 — A small mosque of no account 

III (52) Mosque, 101 — A small mosque with four small blackstone tombs of females 

in front o£ it The building is of no interest 

III (53) Mosque, 107 — Of no importance 

III (54) Mosque, 109 — An ordinary mosque with a three-arched fa jade, plastered 

within, and with httlo ornament It has a deep cornice but much damaged, and a row of 
plastered Kangw as along the roof line 

III (55) Mosque, 111. — A small damaged mosque of no account 

HI (56) Mosque, 112 — A small masjid of little account called Shah Shahid ki Masjid 

HI (57) Mosque, 113 — This mosque is situated in tho corner between the roads 

leading to tho Jami Masjid and ’AMr Mah&l from tho citadel gato. It is not of very much 
account, but from its position might bo cleaned out and kept so Tho vaulting of tho 
roof is peculiar nnd looks antiquated, and is earned out m tho same stylo as that of tho 
tomb of ’Ah I m tbo south west corner of tho city. Tho mindrs are short ball-topped 
pillars rising but littlo above tho roof. 

ill. (58) Mosque, 117 — Tlus mosquo, which was originally o fairly well finished 

building, stands closo behind tho Mihtan MaMl mosquo with so little spaco between tho 
two that it is aory evident it was built before tbo latter, as it would never, otherwise, havo 
been built bo close up behind anothor mosque Tho masonry, which has been plastered, 13 
not nearly so good as that of tho Mihtan Mabill buildings adjacent to it 

III (59) Mosque, 119 — This is called Karir Husain Saheb ki Masjid It is a small 

mosquo with two short round chtmncy-liko mwdrs of bnck and plaster work connected 
by a row of kanguras One largo single arch spans tho front, over which projects a deep 
but much damaged cornice The only ornament is a littlo plaster decoration around tho 
littlo tnehes inside the mthrdb 

III (CO) Mosque, 112 — A small mosquo of no account. 

Ill (01) Mosque, 126 —A small mosquo verj like Uo 113 and vaulted in tho eirco 

manner Tho cornice is very plain and shallow and hardly dips at all Tho central 
ceiling is worked in plaster into radiating spiral nbs Tho m^hrdb appears to have had 
painted Utters upon tho front of it 

111 (62) Mob quo, 120 — A small mo«qne of little interest, with a much broken 

co -nice, and plastered within and without 
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III. " (63) Mosque, ‘130. — A small mosque behind ’Ali SMlrid Plr’a mosquo and, like it, 

wagon-vaulted, but it is very much smaller and more rougbly built ; in fact it looks like 
an experimental structure where the peculiar vaulting introduced into ’Ali Shahid Pir’s 
mosque was first tried. It is of no account. 

III. (64) Mosque, 131.— Hamza Husaini ki Masjid. This is a very plain-looking build- 

ing -with its central arcb similar in outline to those of Yfisufs old Jftmi Masjid, and on 
the roof, straight above its apex, and breaking the continuity of the langnras , is a -small 
chhaUri -with a dome similar to those of the corner ones above Yilsufs old Jami Masjid. 


'II, (05) Mosque, 132. — Called Sh&hz&di Saheb ki Masjid. This is a small stone 

building with two plain little thin octagonal mindrs, surmounted with ball tops, above the 
forward comers of the roof, and smaller ones over the two back corners. The fnfade 
arches, which have a distinct turn-up at the crowns after the ogee type, have some very 
good plaster-work round their orowns, The inferior of the mosque is vaulted like No. 113 
and the tomb of ’Ali I. The arch springings and those of tho mekrdb arch aro on tlio 
- same level. 

III. (GO) Out in front of this mosque aro tho ruins of a mahdl , and beforo this again 13 . 

a laid-out garden and graveyard, in tho centre of which is a high square masonry plat- 
form. Upon this an octagonal pavilion was to have been raised over three graves, but 
only tho beginning of tbe basement and piers was accomplished. 

III,. (67) Mosque, 135, — An old rubblo built mosque of not much account. The arches 
are of tho very straight-lined stylo used in Ydsuf’s old Jami Masjid and in mosquo 131. • 

III. (GS) Mosquo, 144.— A small mosquo of no account. 

HI, (G9) Mosquo, 153, — Munshi Amin SAhob ki Masjid, of no particular interest 

HI. (70) M o s q u c, 154.— Nagar BAorf WA1U ki Masjid. This is a well built mosquo 

of cut-stono, with tho courses of tho masonry, as a rule, level and regular. Tho mvidrs 
havo octagonal shafts; tho cornice slabs linvo been removed but tho brackets, which aro 
lino heavy substantial ones, remain. Along under tho cornice, between each pair of 
brackets, is a shallow niche or panel holding a censer and chain. Thero aro two cod 
nrche3 in the building, one each in tho south and north ond walls ; tho interior is vaulted 
liho tho tomb of Ali I. Closo besido it 13 tho NAgar BAori which is used to irrigate tho 
surrounding gardens. 

IH. (71) Moaque, 155.— A badly built mosque, in ruins. In front of it, on tho cast, 

is n partly built twelve-sided tomb, tho piors being carried up as far as tho springing lino 
• of tho arches. 'Within this nro two ruined graves. 

HI. (72) Mosquo, 101. Tho KAli Masjid is n welt built plain mosquostandingon tho 

north rido of tho main road running past the Jami Masjid and not far from the latter. 
There Is nothing of interest about tho mosquo itself, but in a room attached to it is kept 
a panjd called *• flusaia Alam " which is act up at tho .Vtiforram. It is said io bo of old 
workmanship ; it certainly is a splendid picco of perforated metal-work, tho perforation* 
teavrng an interlaced Persian inscription. It is said to be made of an alloy composed of 
five metals with gold and silver among Hum. ^ 


HI (73) Mo fi q u e, 1G2 — Small ruined mosquo of no account

The main feature of this palace is its great central arch which has a span of 60 feet 
9 inches It was desirable, of coarse, to have a clear open front before the DarMr Hall, 
unobstructed by piers or masonry of any kind, so that the king and his nobles could have 
an uninterrupted View of the assemblage without, and also witness tournaments and duels 
that appear to have frequently taken place on the sward before the hall To accomplish 
this the architect made his span equal to the length of the front of the hall but, unfortu 
natelv, the result is not pleasing He seems to have forgotten the height of the budding 
when he determined upon this great span, and the consequence is an unwieldy arch out 
cf ill good proportion, and much too low for its width It should have been at least one- 
third, or better, half as high again m which case the narrow side arches would have been 
divided each into two- arches one over the other, the second starting from the first floor

subsequent Ij painted with figures and other ornament Traces of two of the figures still 
remain -on the porth wall of the first floor, in which a lively imagination ha detected the 
outlines of the portrait of Rambha the favourite of Muhammad and the Sultan himself 
The walls are said to have been beautifully gilded until the IHja of SAlAr-1 ordered the 
precious veneer to be scraped off thinking thereby to reap a veritable golden harvest, but,

These Dnnidian temples “arc wanting in all that elegance of form nnd detail which 
is bo characteristic of the ClAlukya style, hut are not without a purpose-like boldness of 
form expressive of stability and a certain amount of grandeur; though this is, of course 
more easily observed in tho larger examples in the south of India than it is in those at 
V&ltndnkal. If, on the other hand, we compare it with flic more modem temples, such 
as those at llampi and Matsur, it will bo soon bow much the form lost by the 
gradually growing steepness o! outline and attenuation of details. Tho modern forms 
are not without a certain degree of elegance which is wanting in the more ancient - but in 
all the higher characteristics of design, the older arc by far tho finest examples." * 
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Besides these the village of Pattadakal possesses a group of temples, “ not remark- 
able for their size or architectural beauty, but interesting because they exhibit the two 
principal styles of Indian architecture in absolute juxtaposition ” (Arch, of Rhar. and 
Atys, pp. 03, 61). The temple of Pupanatha is of the northern style, and is probably 
rather older than that of Virhp'iksha, which dates from the early part of the 8th century.

Ill, 4. Sonda (lat. 14° 44' N., long. 74° 52' E.)._ (1) Three miles west of the Sooda 

station is the temple of Trivikrama said to be about 400 years old. It consists of one 
central room with surrounding verandahs. The central room is in the sbaj>e of a car 
• with four .wheels (two of which are broken), drawn by two elephants. It has a tall 
dfivajastambha in front. Tradition says that one of the eight monks of the Udapi 
tnaiha in South KanarA, called Vaddiraja Svami, of great repute fof his austerity, das aided 
by a spirit named Narayana-Bhiita, wbo removed this temple entire front BbadribA^raraa 
to SondA, and the monk installed Trivikramadova therein. A car festival is celebrated 
every year : the temple is also endowed. (2) At Hunaschond, half a mile from the SondA. 
station, is KAImafcha or RAjendrama^ha, a LingAyat monastery, founded some three or 
four hundred years ago by the SondA RAjAs. It is constructed with very large stone slobs.

2 Btlgi, about 8 miles from Siddapur (lat 14° 22 N long 74° 52 E) It wa3 
formerly known by the name of Sretapnr, and is said to have been founded by a 
eon of Narasimha, a Jaina prince, who ruled at Hoshr (near Sidddapur) about 
Sa/La, 1515 (1) The Jaina bash of Pursvanatha is said to have been built h) the founder 

of the town* and afterwards extended by a Jaina prince Ghantevadia, the son of 
B&ghappartya in Sala 1573, when images of Nemin&tha, Plr^vaiAtha and YardhamSna 
were consecrated It is in the Dravidian style the •brine walls are formed of 
slabs the whole height of the walls, with square pillars at the corners and m the 
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middle to give them support. The upper part of the walls of the snandapa are formed 
in the same rray, 'set on a carved screen Trail. The outer mandapa has four round black 
stone pillars somewhat of the style of those at Belgaum ; at each side of this mandapa is a 
small shrine. From the two sU&i&snnas still standing it appears that a grant was made 
of the revenues of 9 villages amounting to Its. 1,772-7-S, and lands yielding 300 khandis 
of rice were allotted to it. It has a flat roof supported by carved basalt pilfars. (2) 

III. Tflore is also a temple of Yirftpfvksha and another near the town, very plaiu buildings. 
(Surveyed.)’ • * 

Hi- luscclpu’cms *. — (l) At Virhpiksha temple to the right of the entrance is a slab 

5' 10" by 3’ Y with a lh\gti at. the top attended by a female on the left with damarn and 
bell, and with cow and calf to the right, the usual figures of sun, moon, and kaffir above. 
The inscription is in 4.2 lines drtted Saka 1493 (in words) Promodi (? Praraodi) Saihvaisara. 
(2) Inside the door of P&r3van&tha bnsti are two large slabs with the usual Jain a symbol, 
and in excellent preservation, one measures 6’ 9" by 2 / G" in 78£ lines, &akz 1G10, Snrvnjit 
Saihvatsaj'a j (3) tho other G* 10" by 2’ 7 " in 84 £ lines, &cka IfrbO, JMandana' Sumcatsnra. 
(4) On the -other side of the road at a temple of HanumAn is a smaller inscription much

HI. 3. Baidarkanni on the road from Bllgi to SiddApqr. A quarter of a mile cast of 

the village and a little south from the road, is a group of 1G carved stones (three of them 
broken), some of them very tall and covered with carving of worship, festivity, and war. 
Neat a small bas'd a little to the south-east from thtee are two-more ; and in tho mud wall 
of the lasti arc tom* with lihga emblems at the top; a fifth is a little way off in front on a 
small platform, and a sixth at the foot of a tree close to the lasli* , 

III. A. Ittige, 3 miles west of Bilgi. Temple of BAmc^varn, a building of tho usual . 

modern construction, enjoys an annual cash allowance of .Bs. 1,000. This is a place of 
considerable repute, and has a large annual fair attended by numerous devotees.

1. Bona'var seems to lmc no remains of-note. There is an old ruined fort, on the 
west side of which the Portuguese had their warehouses in early times. Uasav.inljadurga 
to the north is paid to have been built by the game king as built Ch.ind.lvnr. The 
temple of UAmaliOgs, about 1J miles north of the totro, is said to be two or three centuries 
old. {Surveyed ) 
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they have been thrown across to form the roadway, discloses three very large inscription 
slabs, ^ covered with old .Kanarese writing, and one sculptured v frugal of the style of the 
MurdeSvara ones, also bearing inscriptions upon the alternate bands. Besides these, there 
are several large sculptured slabs covered with ornament and figures in bas-relief. In 
the culvert over the chdmbdr-Jed-ndld is built in another inscribed slab, and a fourth is 
inserted in the cnlvert called the Gttndi Hail culvert. 

AbBhatkal and Honavar, and very commonly in the Konkan, are found odd looking 
groups of curious stones crowded together under a tree, upon a hill side, or in a garden. 
"They are generally of two forms, one a small pillar or cylinder of various degrees of 
finish, round or octagonal, with or without a finial, and snake stones, — that is, small slabs 
with knotted or single snakes carved upon them in relief.* Sometimes other carved stones 
are added bearing small human figures in relief. These stones are called jeligds and are, 
in most cases, worshipped once a year by Bruhraap pitjdris attached to some neighbouring 
temple. It is difficult to find out what they mean, bu*t .it is certain they are connected 
with the worship or appeasing of the spirits of departed ancestors which are represented 
by these stones, and the setting up and occasional attention to them is by way of propi- 
tiating those restless spirits and keeping them in good temper, they being a particularly 
jealous and vindictive lot. The snake stones hero do not seem ^to have any special 
connection, if any at all, with the annual snake worship at the Ndgapancluxmt festival. 
Tree worship is also very prevalent in these parts, more especially the pippala and tulasi. 
They are cared for and protected from injury, around the trunks of tho former being built 
square, octagonal or circular platforms upon which daily circumnmbulatory ceremonies 
are performed. The tulasi, being a small plant, is generally -placed in a receptacle upon 
the top of a high altar or pedestal within the courtyards of temples and private houses. 

2. Chanda'var, about 5 miles south-east from KumtA flat. 14° 24’ N., long. 74° 33' E.), 
is a deserted city, said to have been built by a king Sarpanmahka by birth a cowherd, 
who roso to rank by magic. It passed from tho possession of the Svadt kings to that of 
the Muhammadans. The last Muhammadan princo dying without issue in a.d. 1G8C, it 
declined and is now deserted, and the stones are being carried away for building purposes. 

3. Haigudna, a village about 12 miles from Honavar; near it, on an island in tho 
&irdvati nro some sacrificial fain das. The Ilniga BrAhmans are said to have come from 
the north at the invitation of a Bcrad king to perform a sacrifice for him here. Uaiga 
in old Kunarcse meafls * sacrifice.* 

4. Bailor, 12 miles south of Honavar, (lat. 1C* S' X., long. 7 1* 32* E.), has a very 
old temple ot HArkat>de5vara. The N Ay are who ruled over Barkur repaired tho old 
temple and made grants of land for its support. Some documents relating to this grant 
ore said to exist, dated &da 1350 (a.d. 1434). 

5. Hurtles var, 3 miles south of Bailftr and 10 miles north of Bhathnl, has a tcmplo 
on a promontory called Ivnndugiri, said to hate been bu'lt by tho Jmna IHjas of Kalku* 
ri (?). In Tasli 122! Government arranged to grant an endowment of It*. 1,4-10 annually. 
(Surveyed) 

Inscriptions : — There are at lea«st thirty well sculptured t fragnls .and inscription* (ono 
dated 1330, and another Asia 1350) near this place. (0 About 250 \anU not front 
the school is a Joina one, of 54 or more line*, each of about 50 letter*; (-) tiro m Jo* 
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(G.) Raghunlltlia-Devnsth&na is said to have been buty; by Balkini, son of 
, Anantakinl, about &ala 1512, Virdtthi Scuhvatsara. The agrciidld is separated from the 
shrine or tcmplo proper by An open verandah or sand hjd mandaptt. It is a small, ornate 
temple in the Dravidian style. It is supported by private donations and a Government 
endowment. 

(7.) Lakara Kamati Nhrityapa Devasthuna built about 330 years 
ago, is a small stone temple out of repair. (8.) Adiko NfirAyana DevhstbAna is similar to 
the last, but more ruined the eight dilpdlas are represented on the roof, and Sri on the lintel. 
The dhtajaslambha is a small one. (9.) Virflpftksha-NAr&yana Devasthftna is a small 
temple like tbc last two, built in £ala 1487 by Jivana Ndyaka. It is out of repair, but is 
said to enjoy a Government endowment (10.) Veukataramana is said to be about 300 
years old, and resembles No. G above, being ornamented by sculptures. It is surrounded 
by a verandah called chandraCdlA. The agraMld is of brick. The car ceremony is celebrated 
everyyear,andhas a good endowment and considerable land. (11.) Su&Iq ^ambhuhnga 
Devasthina is a modern temple built on the sit? of an older one. Legend accounts for its 
origin ns for that of many others by the story of a man who accused his herdboy for milking 
his cow. Tiie boy protested his innocence, but watched the cow, who went into a thicket 
and poured her milk upon a burrow. The owner, being informed of this, dug up the place 
and found a lihga, over which he built a temple. 

(12.) Jattapn Nayakana Chandranathelvara-Basti isthelarg- 
est Jaina temple here. It stands in an open space surrounded by an old wall, and consists of 
an agi aW3, bhogamandapa and basti ; the latter is of two storeys, the lower being of larger 
area than the one above. Each storey has three rooms, which are said to have contained 
images of Ara, Malli, Munisuvrata, Nama, Nemi, and Panlva, but only fragments of them are 
left. The walls of the bhogamandapa on the west of the lasti are pierced with beautiful 
windows ; the ag rat did or shrine is of two storeys, each of two rooms, which contained images 
of Rishabha, Ajakasainbhavo, Abhinanda, and Chandranathe^vara. There are also 
Uidrapdlas at the door. The total length is about 112 feet and breadth of the shrine 40, 
of the basti 50 feet. The dhrajastambha is a very elegant pillar and stands on a plat- 
form about 14 feet square : the shaft is of a singl? block 21 feet 6 inches in height, 

&nd is surmounted by a quadrangular capital. Behind the basti is a smaller pillar called 
Yakshabra hmakhambq, the shaft of which is 19 feet in length. It stands on a platform 
with four smaller pillars at the corners, with lintels laid over them. Jattapa Ndyaka 
made over lands for the support of the temple, but they are said to have been confiscated 
by Tipu Sultdn. This is the finest old temple at Bhatkal, and should be preserved : the 
villagers used to carry off the fine stone slabs at pleasure. 

(13.) Pdrs v an & the 4 vara-Basti is 58 feet long by IS wide. According 
to an inscription it was built in &aka 1465. The dhiajastambha is a fine pillar on a lofty 
moulded base, and the small. piantfapa atop contains a four-headed image. 

(14.) ^Antelvara-Basti is somewhat like No 12. Other remains of Jama 
temples and inscriptions exist. (15.) The Jami Masjid is tile-roofed, but said to be very 
old. It enjoys a Government allowance of Rs. 400 a year. (16.) Sultfln Pallo Ifa^jid ^ 
is about 200 years old. The buildings hero have all sloping roofs.

1. Bagma ndla, a large coast fishing village in fhe D3poh Taluks on the north bank 
of the SSvitrt opposite Bankot Bagm&ndla md Kolmandla are probably the remains of 
Slandal, or AIAndan, an old trading place of ^ome consequence Barbo°a (1614) has a 
Alandabad at the mouth of the Bankot river, irhere many ships, especially from ATalab&r, 
came taking stuffs and leaving cocoanuts, areca nuts, a few spices,, copper, and quicksilver. 
(Stanley’s Coasts of Hast Africa and Jfalabdr K by D Barbosa, p 71) The name and 
position suggest that it may be the Bite of Ptolemy ’s Alandagora 

2 Da'bhol, 17. lat- 17° 34 and B long 73“ 1G', lies 6 miles from the sea, on the north 
bank of the Anjanvel or Vasishthi m er, eighty five miles south east of Bombay. Large re- 
mains, several feet underground, seem to show thatDAbhol was, m very early times a place 
of consequence An underground temple of Chandikabii is said to be of the «ame age as the 
Bldami rock-temples (550-578 a d ACr Crawford’s ATS) A local history, baLhar, states 
that in the eleventh century DAbhol was the seat of a powerful Jama ruler, and a stone 
inscription has been found bearing date 3rd YaisAhlia 1073 Sahvahana. According to a local 
say mg, Dabhol once bore the name of Amardvati or the abode of the gods The present name 
is said either to bo a short form of Dabhildvati, a name given to it from the still remaining 
temple of Siva Dabbile^vara or to be a corrupt form of Udbhya, according to the Purdnas, 
a god-inhabited forest (Ind Ant , II. 27 S ) 

Of Alusalm&n remains the chief cIo=>e to the sea and almost buried in cocoanut trees, 
is a handsome moaque sixty-three by fifty four feet m its inner measurements, with 
minarets and a dome The *ty le is like that of the thief Bijipur mosques It is on all 
sides enclo ed by a stone wall and approached by a broad flight of steps In the centre of 
the stone terrace, m front of the mosque, is a well and a fountain The mo=que is said to 
ba\e been built m 1G59, by Ai-ha Bibi, popularly known as lady mother, mdsdheba, a 
prince-* of Bijapur The real date is probably much earlier The local account is that 
the princess with a retinue of 20,000 horse, arrived at DlbhoJ intending to go to Makka, 
hut was kept back from fear of pirates Determining to spend on ^ome religious work, 
the £150,000 (R* 15,00,000) she had with her, by the adwee of the maulets and qdzis, 
she began building this mo que and finished it in four years The builder s name was 
KAmilKh&n It is currently reported that the dome wia richly gilded, and the ere cent of 
puro gold The gold and gilt hive long since disappeared, but much of the beautiful carving 
and tracery remains light village", Bhopan, Saral, I-lpur Bhostan, Chivili, Modpur, 
Blnntli and Pingiri, were granted for its maintenance After the overthrow of the 
Bijapur kingdom, the grant was renewed by Givaji (1G70) The mosque ‘dill bears the 
name of its founder AIAsAheba, but it is no longer used for worship The local Jtusalrnbis 
are too poor to keep it in repair In 1573 a «mali <am was granted by Government to 
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• Para^uraran, the reclaimer of the Konkan; it lias for ’long h.een a place of consequence; 

. *, -A. stono has lately been found ht Cbipl An* bearing tlio date 1135 (S. 1078— Jour. Horn. As. 

Soc., September 1879.) In the seventeenth century it was a .great village, very populous 
and plentifully supplied with all kinds of provisions. (Ogijby’s (1G70) Atlas, V. 247.) 

Abopt a quarter of a mile south of the town is n series of rock-temples. Of these 
the chief is a tolerably large hall ‘twenty-two feet long by fifteen broad and ten high, with, 
at its inner end; a Buddhist relic shrine fit (Mgoba. There arc also two or three smaller 
- caves and a deep pond thirteen feet square. Three stages on the road from ChipUln to 
KnrSd in SAtArA is another series of Buddhist caves, consisting of a - room with a small 
• round relic shrine, sir feet in diameter, and a hall, Mill, nineteen feet by eighteen, with a 
raised seat* at one corner and three recesses at the inner end (Jour. Bom. Br. Royal Asiatic 
Socicty,.y6\. IV. p. 342; part. XIII. p. 47). . 

III. ' *2. AnjanveUN. lat. i7*31/and E. long. 73* 15', stands on the south shore of the 

entrance to the Vasishtht or DAblioJ river : Anjnnvcl fort, called GopAlgad, was built by the 
BijApnr kings in the sixteenth century, strengthened by SivAji about 1G60, and improved 
by his son SambhAji (16SI-1689). It stands on a gently sloping point on.the south shore 
. of tho creek entrance half a mile from Anjanvel. It covers Seven acres, and is surrounded 
on three sides by the sea, and on tho fourth by a deep ditch now partly filled. (Government 
List of Civil Forts, 1SG2.) There is no complete line of outworks, onrly.one or two covered 
ways leading down to batteries. (Nairne’s 3tS.) The foci walls built ot stone and mortar 
are very strong, about twenty.fect high and eight thick, with* twelve bastions at some 
.distance froin each other, until very lately armed with cannon. South of the fort is a 
' deep trench .eighteen feet broad. There ore two- g'ates to tho east and to the west. On 
cither side of the west gate is a guardroom. -The -interior of the fort still has traces of 
small houses. ’There arc also three wells, with a plentiful supply of water. Near the 
wells is a building said to have been the store-room, close to it a granary, and, at a little 
., distance, tho governor’s palace. - Some Persian verses on a flat oblong stone give the date 
1707. and tho-builder's name Sidi Sayyid. -The verses are : ' Whoever built a new mansion, 
when he was called away, did it not belong to another ? God is immortal and all else 
subject to death. When the kind king, the light of the world,. ordered, the fort was made 
which ho could not live to see. Sidi Sayyid (built) the fort. Written on tbe 10th of Zil 
flajj tbe first year of the reign, Ilijra 1119 (1707 a.d.).’ 

V.— SanoamesVaha Taluk a. 

IT./, - Sangames vara, N. Iat. 17? 9‘ and E. Jong. 73° 06', a town on the i6astri river, about 

twenty miles from the coast, — the meeting of the AlaknandA and VarunA, is a place of 
some sanctity and of high antiquity. According to the Sahyddri Khanda it was originally 
’ called BAmUkshetra and had. temples built byParaSurAma or Bhargava RAma. In later times, 
perhaps about the seventh century, a ChAIukyan king Enrna, coming from Karavira or 
KolbApur, made SangameSvara his head-quarters, and, founding a city, built a fortress, 
temples, and palaces. The date of this Karnsr, who seems to be tbe same as the founder 
of the XTaliAlahslimi temple at EolhApur {J. JO. B. It. A. S., vol. XI p. 100), has not yet 
been fixed. The style of building is supposed (J. B. A /?. A. vol. Xh p. 107) to point 
to some time about the 8th century a.d. At the same time, according to some verses in 
the EolhApur SlahSlakshmi temple, Earya flourished about 100 (30 Sdlicdhari) (J. B. 

B UC9— 31 
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B. It. A. S*, vob XI. p. 101), and according* to tbo Safigameavara !MAhiUmya he became - 
king in 178 (§. 10Q). (J. B. B. It. A. S., voh*XI. p. 99.) Of the topics, one, called 
Karnes vara after its founder, remains. Sai'ignmcavara continued for some time the heath 
quarters of a Chdlukya chief. It is mentioned in a Cliftlukva grant probably of the eleventh 
or. twelfth’ century. In the fourteenth century it was for long -the .residence qf 13x3 nvu, 
the founder of the Linguynt’scct. Two miles up the rhei* v in old Sahgamc^vara, called the 
/;ns&d to distinguish it from the new town, pdh , 9 qre several interesting tcrnplc3. Xiic 
«Uief of them is the temple of Knrne&rarn already referred to. But the shrine of the 
Sangamc^vnra temple is said to bo older dating from as far hack ns Parana run ia’fl time. 

* [J. B. B. li. A. S., 100.) According to Lieflt. Dowell (1829) ICarna repaired temples ori- 
ginally built by Panriur.lma. Mr. Dowell noticed that the chief* temple was oi’ the sauto 
age and style as the Kolhapur temple. There were then (1829) the remains, of Over a 
hundred ruined shrines. — (Bom. Bee. Bee. 225 of 1851, 2730.) Kama is said to have 
built or repaired 300 temples and granted the revenues of many village 1 ?' for their support. 
Every year on Mugha vatlya 30th (Jnnuary-Febrnnry) a fair is held attended by about 
1,000 persons. At the meeting of the rivers -are ‘soveml sacred places ttrthas, among 
them one known’ as the cleanser of sins, dhillapfipa. There are also some rock excavations 
here. (Ind. Art. II. 317 ; J, D. B. It. A. S.,¥ art XXXI. p. 99.) _ 

VI.— It A3 Arc a TAlpkA. 

HI. *1. Adivra, 12 miles west of RajApur, has a well-known temple dedicated to Mah&knU. ^ 

In her honour a fair is held from the second to the tenth day of the first fortnight of * 
Aivina (September-October). Petty shops. are opened and about 1,000 persons attend. 

III. 2. Rajapur, N.lat. 16° 38' and E. long. 73° 22', the chief town of thc'Rftjapur sub- 

division, is built on a slope rising *from the water's edgd, at the head of a tidal creek, 
thirty miles south-east of Ratnagiri and about fifteen miles from the sea. At the time of 
the first Musalmfm conquest (1312), R&jipur was the chief town of a district. (Jervis' 
Kontcin, 81.) In 1638 it is said to have been one of the best -Dukhan maritime towns 
(Jlandelslo in Harris, Vol. >11. p. 130). 

111. 3. Vafie-Pa'del and Sagva, both near Vagotna, some mined cells probably Brabniani- 

,col ( J. JB.B.R. A . (S'., Part XX. pp. 611-12). 

III. 4. Dhopes'vara, a mile or so west of the town of Itajapur. A notdd temple ; the 

village re\ envies. are alienated for the support of the shrine, and every year a fair is field 
on Sivaratri (February-March) attended by’ about 1,009 people. A procession is formed, 
and the idol, covered with a gold mask, is carried round the temple in a palanquin. 

VI i.— Dm Ac ? ao TAeueA. 

III. Kha'repa’tan, about 25 miles up the Vijnyndurg river. On a small hill overlooking 

the toWn is a fort about au acre ia area. Tire walla and bastions were taken down in 1850 
and used to make the Vngotnn landing place. (Government List of Civil Forts, 1802.) 

The sites of twelve or thirteen mosques ore shown, and the remains of one, the Jum& 
mosque, prove it to have been «. building of largo size. Outside of tbo limits of the ‘ 
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present town is a very large brick reservoir, ruinous and nearly dry, with an inscription, 
stating that it. was built by a Brahman in 1659. Near the middle of the town is a half 
buried stone believed "to have been the boundary between the Hindu and the Musalman 
quarters. And in the middle of the town, there is a colony of ffaraatak Jains and*a 
Jaina temple said to be the only one in the southern Koukan. In the temple is a small 
black marble idol, found three or four years ago in the bed of the river. Copperplates of 
the Eashtrakuta dynasty were found.here (Ind. Ant, vol. II. p. 321; IX., 33 ; J. B. B. 
B.’A. 8., Part V. p. 209). 

VIII. — AIalvan* TalukA. 

1. Achra, qbout 10 miles north of Mai van. Temple of Ramesvara. The principal 
building, enclosed by a stone wall* and surrounded by a* paved courtyard, measures sixty- 
three feet .by thirty-eight, and, besides the sbtine, has a large rest-house with accommo- 
dation forall Hindu castes. A fair, held yearly on Itamanavami in Chaitra (Mareh-Apri!) 
is attended by about 1,000 people from the neighbouring villages The village revenues 
(Rs. 2,500 per annum) are, by a grant of Sambhu. Maharaja Of. Kolhapur, 'dated 1 674, set 
apart for the support Of the temple. 

2. Bharatgad Fort, on the south shore of Balavali creek, on a lull commanding the 
Mai van village of Masura, lias an area of between five and si* acres. The inside of the 
citadel is an oblong of 105 yards by CO. The citadel walls are about seventeen or 
eighteen feet high and five feet thick. At the opposite ends of a diagonal running north 
and south are outstanding round towers. lYithin the citadel, about a .quarter of its whole 
length from the north end, is a square watch tower reached by steps. Close to the north 
tower is a small temple, and near it is a well, about 228 feet deep, cut through the solid 
rock. About seventeen yards from each side, and 100 yards from each end of this citadel, 
is an outer wall with nine or ten semicircular towers The wall is ten or twelve feet 
thick with an outer ditch. It is not very strong and seems to lia\e been built Without 
mortar. In 1862 the walls were in fair order. 


III. 3. Snvarnadurg, the 'golden fortress/ with an area of eight acres, on alow irregular 

island, about a quarter of a mile from the shore, surrounded by a icry high wall, is perhaps 
* the most striking of the Ratnagiri coast forts. Great part of the fortifications are cut out 
of tl\e solid rock and the rest is built of blocks of stone ten or twelv e feet square. Re- 
lieved by bastions, and broken by one-rough postern gate just above high tide mark, the 
walla are so overgrown with trees and bushes, that, except at low tide, it is impossible to 
* walk round them. TYjfhin the fort are several reservoirs and a small step-uell with water 
enough for a large garrison, flna stone at the threshold of the postern .gate is a figure 
of a tortoise, and opposite it, on the wall towards the left, one of M-iruti, the monkey god. 
There are two guard-rooms to the ridit and left, and rooms also under the bastion*. At a 
little distance is a stone building plastered with juoriar, said to Ime been the magazine 
Some very extensive foundations arc probably the sites of old palaces. In 1802 the wolh ^ 
. " and bastions were ingood repair, but the iptcrray was ruinous. . There were fifty -six guns 

all old and ‘unserviceable. 

Suvarndurg was built by the Ihjipur kings in the fifteenth century, in 1 C00 it wa* 

• strengthened by Sivaji, in 1G9S it was a station of Kanobji Angria-s fleet, an in i 
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was formally made over to him by Suliu Raj A. Under KAnhoji s successor TcilAji, ^ 
Suvarpadurg became one of flio head centres of piracy. 

. 4. Ma'lvan* (the name Malvan is said to come from, the great salt’ marshes, vtaU, 

Ictvana, to tho cast of the town — (Mr. G. Vidal, C.S.) — N. lat. 10° 4' and E. long. 73 1- 
In a hay, almost entirely blocked by rocky reels, ^ there were formerly three small islan s, 
two of them about a quarter of a mile from the shore,* and the third separated from t le 
mainland by a narrow channel. On the larger of the two outer islands stands the famous 
fort of Sindhudurg, and, on the smaller, tho ruined fort of Padamgad, now, at Ion ti c, 
connected with the mainland by a neck of sand. On what once was the inner island, an is 
now part of the mainland,’ lie*,, almost hid in palms, the old town of Mfdvan. 3 his inner 
island was called Medlva, but the channel separating it from the mainland has been long 
’dried up, This island stretched from a point about a quarter of a mile to the north of the 
old residency to the site of the custom house on the -south, and in it stood the old fort o 
Rajkot. The modern town of Mfdvan has spread far beyond the limits of the former 
island. • * 

About the middle of the seventeenth century, when $ivaji fortified Sindhudurg, the 
creek about a mile and a half north of Molvati was navigable some -miles up to Mnland or 
Milandi, then aplacp of considerable trade. (Nairnc MS. Dom Jouo de Castro/1538) men- • 
tions that at low tide gallies could enter the river of Malundh Prim. Pot da Costa lndia t 
22.) In 17 50, under the name Molundt, it i» mentioned a? a fortified town belonging to 
Blionsle. The similarity of the name Melizigeris, the island of Meli, and the fact that the 
chief export was popper (Lassen Ind. Alt,, 1,327) would seem. to make it probable that 
Ptolemy’s island of Melizigeris, and the mart of Melizeigara, 'mentioned in the Periphs > 
and perhaps Pliny’s Zigerus, and Strabo’s Sigerdis were the island-town of Milandi or 
Malvan. Ibu Khurdidba (Gir. a.d 900) ’mentions Mali, an island five days’ south of Sanjan v 
in the north of Tlinjia (Elliot’s History, vol. I. p. 15)* and Al* Birum (a.d. 130) has 
Malm south of Saimur, that* is Chaul in Kolaba (Elliot, vol. I. p, 66). This may refer 
to Malvan or Milandi, hut they more likely belong to tbe Malabar coast. Compare El 
Idrisi (a.d, 1150) in Elliot, vol. I. p. 85. 

The chief object of interest is Sivaji’s fortress and coast capital, Sindhudurg, or the 
ocean fort. On a low island, about a mile from tbe sboie, although less striking than 
Suvarnadurg, it is very extensive — little less than two miles round the ram parts. The 
figure of the fort is highly iriegular with many projecting points and deep indentations. 
This airangement has the advantage that not a single point outside of the rampart is 
not commanded from some other point inside. (Report on the condition of Forts in South 
Konl.aii, 1828.) The vails are low, langing from twenty-nine to thirty feet. On the sea 
side so low are.thfc walls that at one place they seem almost below high water Jevcl, and 
inside of the fort are masses of nave- worn rock and stretches of sand. (Nairne’sMS) 
They ore on an aver.igo twelve feet thick, and have about thirty-tuo loners from forty to 
130 yards apart. The toners are generally outstanding semicircles with five embrasures 
. fo r cannon. The entrance is at the north-east corner. The area of the fort is forty-eight 
. acres. Once lull ol buildings it is now a mere shell with nothing inside but "a few small ’ 
temples To tho Marathus Sindhudurg is Shviyi’s cenotaph and in its chief shrine Sivaji’s 
image is worshipped (Grant Duff in Nnime.) In 18C2 the’ nails and bastions were with 
. a few exceptions in a fair stale of preservation. "Within the walls o ere thirteen houses 
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three temples, and one dharmaMld. There was, in one of these temples, an'effigy of the 
Marutlia monarch, Si vaji, held in the greatest veneration. {Gov. Zisl of Civil Forts, 1SG2.) 
The image is of stone. The head is covered with a silver mask, or, on high days, with a 
gold one. In the stone of the walls prints of Sivaji’s hands and feet are held in reverence 
and protected by small temples. (Nairne’s MS.) But for their exceeding smallness 
these imprints are very accurate representations of a hand and foot. (Mr. R. B. 'Worth- 
ington, C. S.) Monday is the chief day for Sivaji’s worship and the Kolhapur chief sends 
turbans and other presents. The shrine is seldom visited by pilgrims and is not honoured 
• by a fair. — (Mr. G. Vidal, C. S.) 

III. 5. llasura, about half-way between Mulvan and Maland or Mi land i on the Kh&ttvli 

creek, has been identified with the Mu7iris of Ptolemy and the Peri plus, then one of the 
chief places of trade in Western India. (1ml. Ant., vol. II- p. 30S.) Muziris was pro- 
bably furthor south on the Kanara or Malabar coast. • [Muziris by Porbes, 1783, Or. 
Mem. IV. 109, and by Rennel, 1783, Map of timdustan, XXXVII. has been identified 
with Mirjln near Kumta in North Kanara. Dr. Caldwell’s suggestion (Providian Gram- 
mar, Introd. p, 97) that Muziris is Muyir-kottn, the modern Kranganorin Cochin, though 
.this is much further south than Ptolemy puts it, is now generally accoptcd (Balfour's 

♦ 0 ycloptedia, Muziris: McCrindle Penplus, 13 1). Yule ( Cathay , II. 371) marks it 

doubtful.] 

III. 6. Nivti, six and a half miles south of MMvan and eight north of Vengurla. At the 

mouth of a small creek, in rather n striking bay, stands Nivti fort in the village of Kochra. 

If Rennell’s suggestion, that it is Ttolemy’s (150) Nitra and Pliny’s (77) NUrias * where 
the pirates cruized for the Roman ships * is correct, Nivti is an old settlement. But as 
far as lias been traced it has never been of importance as a centre of trade, (RenncH's 
Memoir of a Map of Hindustan, p 31.) Nitra or -NUrias is more commonly identified with 
the Tcriphts (2-17) Naoura and so probably with Hon tear. (lfcCrindle’s Pcriphis, p. 1^0 ) 

In 3810 its trade was quite insignificant. (Mil van Hoi dent to Government, 33st Mny 
1819; Rev. Din. 1 11 of 1819, 2299.)

The greater 
part of the works is still in good preservation. The promontory is fortified all round and 
crossed at the top by two lines of walls with gateways and bastions, and several of the 
gateways have the names of saints engraved upon them. At the point commanding the 
entrance to the harbour is a large battery, and the’ level space between this and the bottom 
of the hill apparently contained the quarters for the troops. The chapel, now roofless, 
is in the highest part ol the fort and close to the magazine. (Ind, Ant., vol. III. , 

pp. 100, 181.) 

HI, 3. Hevadanda'.— Ruins of large Portuguese buildings, principally churches, built 
between 1630 and 1700 a.d., also an old Fort.

The temple is wkl to be old, but is small and 
covered with whitewash. The temple of Dattutreya has an inscription round the nddtrtd. 
(I»d. Ant. III. 100.)

*1.'. Thata- or Tatt&, 60 miles ea?t of Karachi, an old city founded probably about the 
middle of the 16th century. The sitd of the. older city of the Sain ran dynasty lies under 
the MakH hills, about 3 miles north-west of Thata upon tlie cres t of the Makli hills. Running 
from north .to South for some 4‘or 5 miles, is one last burial ground which has-been 1IJ 
constant use for over five hundred years and is still* the great burning ground'for t ,e 
MnSalmsn population of Thaift. Among these thousands of graves are the more preten- 
tious tombs 'of the rulers of That&. Beginning at tho northern end they trend southward

On the roadside near the tank is a mosque with caned marble pillars which may 
■ have been brought from P.iri-Nagar. Some of the carving has the same patterns as 
may be seen at P&ri-Nagar. Oaptam Rnikes states that this mosque bears the inscription 
“ If it may be injured, any one in power who will not repair it will be" considered a 
‘sinner by God *’ This inscription, however, is not now to he seen, hut there is an Arabic 
and Gujartoln inscription. The latter is dated 1505 Samvat, i.e. a.d. 1449.*

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42. Sanies vara, an old seat of the Jains, 6 miles sonth-west of Munjpur. Here in the 
middle of the village is the courtyard, surrounded with cell shrines, built in old brick and 
plaster, of an old Jaina temple of Parsyanatha, which has itself entirely disappeared. The 
brick work is much of the same style as that of the old temple at Sarotra the bricks 
being carefully moulded to suit the different curves and recesses of the mouldings. This 
has been covered with fine plaster, cut whilst wet into the most delicate geometric 
patterns. But it has suffered greatly from the weather, the most part of it having peeled 
off. Over the shrine doors, upon the stone lintels, are numerous short inscriptions ranging 
in date between Samvat 1652 and JG86. It is said that the Image of Parsvanatha which 
occupied the principal temple here, was carried to the new temple hard by, which' was built 
very recently. The inscription upon the base of the image seems to corroborate this, since 
it is dated in Samvat 1666, whereas the only other inscription on the new temple re- 
cording the gift of five thousand rupees towards the building of it, is dated Samvat 1S6S. 
There is nothing of note about this new temple ; if is constructed in the style of the 
mordern Jaina temples. 

43. Pancha'sur, C miles south of Sankesvara, is, according to tradition, one of the oldest 
towns in Gujarat. It was here that the famous Jaya 6ekhara was besieged, eleven 
hundred years ago, by the invading army of the south under King Bhuvar, and where, on 
his fall, four queens with the ladies of his court, after they had made a desperate and sud- 
den sally for the recovery of his body, threw themselves upon his funeral pyro and were 
consumed with him. Though once the seat of the oldest known dynasty of Gujarat it has 
absolutely nothing left upon the surface to commemorate those days. Some ancient bricks 
of larger size than usual are sometimes unearthed. Groups of p&liyds and sati stones are 
found in the village and on the burning ground at some distance from it, but none of these 
seem*to go back further in date than seven hundred ‘years, and those of that age only 
number five, with much abraded inscriptions. It is recorded that over the spot wherfc 
Jaya Sekhara’s body was* burnt, a temple was erected to the memory of Gujar Deva. A 
common little slirine, with nothing ancient-looking about it, upon the burning ground, is 
pointed out, with some hesitation and doubt, as the same, but to .antiquity it has not the 
shadow of a claim. It is possible that the liny a within it may have been the original 
“ Gujar Deva ", 

The town, or rather the village of Panchasur, is a comparatively modern cluster of 
houses and huts, with a population of perhaps about four or five hundred souls. On the 
east of the village arc some large mounds some twenty or thirty feet high, but theso are 
said to consist entirely of village refuse and manure, and certainly wliat lies on tho surface 
is such. A mile to fhe west of the village in a' modern little shrine, are placed a few 
mutilated images which might have belonged to some tempi? pr temples of the thirteenth 
century, whilo in the village is a small mound with a heap of carv cd stones about it, 
evidently the site of an old shrine.

III. 37. Roho, 4 miles north-east of Sarotra, situated in the north of the Palanpur Agency 

on the river Banas. Here is an old step-well, with a short Sanskrit inscription, constructed 
entirely out of white marble, the material having been taken from the ruins of previous 
* old temples. It is now in rather a ruinous condition and in disuse. Not far from, it ?re 
the ruined remnants of a white marble Jaina temple, and close to this again are the crumb- 

. ling walls of a very substantially built railway bungalow, in the outer, gateway of which 

are used some old temple columns. 

38. Rantoj, near Pafichasar. Some J&ina temples. 

39. Vishroda has vestiges of an ancient town similar to those found at Walla. . 

• 40, Munjpur, 24 miles south-west of Pattan. The only relic of former times in the 
town of Munjpur, of any consequence,, is the old Jami Alasjid. This, as Is the case with 
most of the very early mosques of Gujarat, has been constructed chiefly from the material 
of old Hindu or Jaina temples, and the remnants of the porch on the north of the court- 
yard seem to point to that particular part having once been portion of an original .temple 
undisturbed. lu the mosque are two Persian and one Sanskrit . inscription. The latter 
is on a beam, and belonged to an older temple, but is now almost illegible. 

!I. LoUs'vara* Two miles to the east of Munjpur. A curiously built well, in the 
plan of a Greek cross. In the centre is the circular shaft, the 'deepest portion, with its. 
own containing wall, while on the north, south, cast, and west of this, there are branches. 
Steps descend the threc sides of j^icirtcrtfac^'atcr^wtnch communicates with that .of the 
central shaft by- 0 p en i n gg j n the eircnlar walk It is of recent construction. The place 
is a noted report of pilgrims, and once a year a great meld or fair is held here. 


m. 
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42. Sankes'vara, an old seat ol the Jains, 6 miles south-west of Atunjpur. Here in the 
middle of the village is the courtyard, surrounded with cell shrines, built in old brick and 
plaster, of an old Jaina temple of Parsvanatha, which has itself entirely disappeared. The 
brick work is much of the same style as that of the old temple at Sarotra tb(> bricks 
being carefully moulded to suit the different curves and recesses of the mouldings. This 
has been covered with fine plaster, cut whilst wet into the most delicate geometric 
patterns. But it has suffered greatly from the weather, the most part of it having peeled 
off. Over the shribe doors, upon the stone lintels , are numerous short taSO'fpffatfS ranging 
in date between Samvat 1G52 and 1686. It is said that the Image of Parsvanatha which 
occupied the principal temple here, was carried to the new temple hard hy, which Was built 
very recently. The inscription upon the base of the image seems to corroborate this, since 
it is dated in Samvat 1GC6, whereas the only other inscription on the new temple re- 
cording the gift of five thousand rupees towards the building of it, is dated Samvat 1808. 
There is nothing of note about this new temple ; if is constructed in the style of the 
mordern Jaina temples. 

43. Pancha’sur, 6 miles south of Sankesvara, is, according to tradition, one of the oldest 

towns in Gujarat. It was here that the famous Jaya 6ekhara was besieged, eleven 
hundred years ago, by the invading army of the south under King Bhuvar, and where, on 
his fall, four queens with the ladies of his court, after they had made a desperate nnd sud- 
den sally for the recovery of his body, threw themselves upon his funeral pyre and were 
consumed with him. Though onco the seat of the oldest known dynasty of Gujarat ifc has 
absolutely nothing left upon the surface to commemorate those days. Some ancient bricks 
of larger size than usual are sometimes unearthed. Groups of p&liyds and sali stones are 
found in the village and on the burning ground at some distance from it, but none of these 
seem*to go back further in date than seven hundred ‘years, and those of that age only 
number five, with much abraded inscriptions. It is recorded that over the spot u herd 
Jay a Sckhara’s body was burnt, a temple was erected to the memory of Gujar Deva. A 
common little slirinc, with nothing ancient-looking about it, upon the burning ground, is 
porn fed aert, with same ie»ruifrarr and doer&f, as the same, hat to Antiquity it las not the 
shadow of a claim. It is possible that the linga within it may have been the original 
*' Gujar Deva ”, . » 

The town, or rather the village of Panchasur, i3 a comparatively modern cluster of 
houses and huts, with a population of perhaps about four or five hundred souls. On the 
east of the village are some large mounds some twenty or thirty feet high, but theso arc * 
said to consist entirely of village refuse and manure, and certainly what lies on the surface 
is such. A mile to the west of the village in a‘ modern little shrine, are placed a f ew 
mutilated images widely might ba\e belonged to some tcmplp pr temples of the thirteenth 
century, while in the village is a small mound with a heap of caned stones about it,* 
e\ idcntly the site of an old shrine. 

•14. . Jhinjuva'da’, south of Panchasur, is an old Hindu fortress with gate ways profusely 
sculptured and a multilateral tank (see Archaloyical Jleporit, vol. II). (Survoyed.) 

45. Va’gel, 19 miles south-west of Pat tan. The Rds Mdld after describing the tempK 
of Sflrya at MudherA, the finest extant in GujarAt, says : “ At Waghcl is a temple shaJIar 
in style to tho-e which have been described, but of smaller dimensions. It consists A 
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single open mandapet one storey in height -with pyramidal roof, three porticoes, and an 
adytum surmounted by a spire.” Not a vestige of this temple now remains, and it is almost 
forgotten by the -villagers themselves. Those .that do remember it say it was carted away 
in toto , some 20 or 25 years ago, its material being used in the construction of a tal&o at 
Radhanpur f The very foundations were dug out and carried away. Near the village is a 
very large multilateral tank, but it lias long ago fallen into disrepair, and most of its stone*, 
work has disappeared. 

4G. DUmal, 10 miles north-west of Mudheru and 19‘milcs south by west of Rattan. 
Judging from the number of small shrines, now more or less ruined, which lie in -the 
vicinity of the village, and extend for some distance from it on the sopth and south-east, 
Dilm&l must have been a place of considerably more importance than the present small . 
village can claim for itself. Perched upon little knolls, at some distance apart are fit c 
partly ruined shrihes, with many other* mounds indicating the sites of so many more. 

In the village, 'enclosed within a rectangular walled court, is the principal temple, that 
of the presiding deity of the village — the goddess Limboji AlfiU — of comparatively recent 
construction. This temple occupies the site of a far .older shrine, a portion of whoso 
materials has been rebuilt into the new one. The surrounding'minor slirincs, which were 
appendages to this older central temple, still remain in very good preservation, and shew, 
by their careiul finish and abundant detail, that they were constructed during that period 
when architectural construction had reached its highest point q! excellence. The image of 
Limboji St&ta was originally in an old temple which now stands in ruins on the bank of tho 
tank to the east of the village. The new temple has been built on precisely the same lines 
as the old one, in larger proportions, the figures around tlio walls 'of tho latter being 
literally copied upon the former, but of far inferior workmanship. Like the old shrine 
the new one faces north, a direction reserved for temples dedicated to Vishnu, goddesses, 
and minor deities. 

•A -very curious sculpture occurs on tho west face of the little shrine in the south-east 
corner of the courtyard of the temple. In one figure the four deities,. Siva, Vishnu, 
•Brahml, and SGrya, are blended. The image has eight arms, three faces, and is seated 
npon Garuda. The three faces (the fourth not appearing, of course, in' a has-relief) with 
the tiro lower arms— in the hand of one being the water-pot and the other'ljing extended, 
palm outward— belong to Drahml-.his vehicle, tho goosS, being represented below. &i Ta 
is represented by the trident and serpent in the upper pair of hands, while the full-blown 
lotus in each of the next lower hands, the Hessian boots, and the horse below, denote 
SGrya. Garuda, upon which the image rides, is Vishnu’s vehicle, and file pair of hand 
now broken off no doubt held his symbols, the conch shell and chakra or discus Th' S 
fourfold representation is’ rarer . .

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47. Eamboi } 3 miles nortli-east of DilmAI, an old temple in the village, still in use. 

48. Itoda ) 2 miles southeast of Diltnal, ruins of small shrines near the village. 

49. Dheimj, 1 t> miles south-east of Pat tan. Here is the old temple of VyAghes'vari 

in most part rebuilt. The older work is of the very best class, and the carving of the vedi or 
parapet 'wall of the tnandapa is particularly good. In the porch is a veil-carved ceiling. 
Close by are remains of an old tank sluice, and near the town are the ruins of a very old 
step-veil. ’ . 

50. Kanoda, 3 miles south by vest of Dhenuj. Remains of ah old temple on the vest 
of the village. The open mandapa remains, while the shrine has been destroyed. 

51. Mota’p, 3 miles south of Dlientij. A small shrine with sculptured vails. 

52. Ghnra'dj 3 miles north-east of Dhenuj. A small sculptured temple.* 

63. Virta^ near Gliurad, old temple of Hahadeva : An inscription on the base of an 
image at tins temple. 

54. Hanoj, about 5 miles north of Dhennj. An old temple of N&rAyana still in use. 
It has a curiously sculptured ceiling. 

55. Sandera, 10 miles east by south from Pattan. Two old temples, one in the 
Solanki style and the other in the northern style. The first consists of an open mandapa. 
supported upop pillars and the shrine, while the latter, which stands beside it on the south, 
is merely a square shrine with antechamber surmounted by a spire of the northern or 
Orissan type. These temples ire in disuse.. 

. 56. Rua'vi, two miles east of Sandera. An old but small temple with a complete 
iilhara perched upon a high brick foundation near the village. The vails are sculptured. . 

57. Sunak, 4 or 5 miles vest of Unja Railway Station. Two old temples, one in ruins 
the other of Nilakantha MahAdeva in good preservation and richly decorated. On a pillar 
in the smaller ruined temple is n, Sanskrit inscription dated Samcat 1356 recording the 
establishment of an image in the temple. A short while ago a set of two copper-plates was 
dug up here, and they are now in the possession of Mr. NarAyan BhArati, of Pattan. They 
hate since been translated by Dr. Hnltz^b, and bare appeared in the Epigraphta. 
They record a grant of land by King Karnadeva at Sunak, and in giving the boundary of 
the same it mentions the villages of Laghu Dabhi and Sandera, both of which still retain 
the same names and are situated a mile and four miles south-vest, respectively, of Sdnak. 

* £S. Va'yad, 15 miles north- vest of Pattan. An old step-well. An fnsrrtpluin on a pillar . 

50. Kasera,*15 miles vest by north of Pattan. A small, but \ erj old, triple-shrined 
temple dedicated to S$iva, BrahmA and Vishnu. It is profusely covered with sculpture, 
but has been very badly battered and defaced, and that nmliciou=ly, probably by the 
Muhammadan iconoclasts, who, in the early davS of their ascendancy m India, so frequently 
overran GujarAt and destroyed and desecrated its slmnes. The temple is now in disuse . 
The carving and projecting portions of the work have suffered much from time, and van- 
dalism, but the structure itself, except the upper portions of the idharas, is well preserved, 
the temple being almost entire. The plan is that of a central mandapa with three shrines, 
one at each side, as well as the usual one at the back. Its greatest length is about 30 feet. 
a 1160 — 39 
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It is dedicated to Vishnu, The idol ■which it originally contained o! Ghatv^bhuja was, it 
is said, carried away by the Emperor Alau’d-din. ‘’Tradition ascribes the Temple to Gan- 
diiarvasena. The present structure is evidently o£ a very old date, say .400 or 500 years. 
"What is supposed to be the symbol of an ass’s hoof occurring in the ornamentation of this 
temple, as in all those w&ich are said to have been built by Gandharvasena, is perhaps con- 
nected with the origin of the legend of its age, which also states that he assumed the form 
of an ass during the day, resuming that of a man during the night. The symbol, howe\er» 
is really the same as that occurring so frequently oa most Bauddlia and Hindu works of 
early date, and which is* now known as the “ Chaitya window ” ornament. On the temple, - 
inscribed upon the different parts of it, are names which are, with -little dolibt, those of the 
workmen who finished off these several portions. They are carefully inscribed and are in 
the old character. One of these names was Ajada*. Curiously enough this same name is 
found inscribed on an old marble column at Pattan in a tomb on the south the town, 
where a short inscription records the setting up of the column by tho wife* of one Ajada in 
Samvat 1250, thus giving us tile date of the Kasera temple, if we take it for granted that 
the two Ajadas arc one and the same person, which I consider very probable 


60. Bliilri, 24 miles north-west of Pattan. Here, as well as at the adjoining villages 
of Mundeta and KemAna, there was an old white marble temple, but it has been pulled 
down, and even tho foundation has been dug out to get at the stone for conversiondnto 
lime*. 


61. Palanpur. There is nothing of any interest from an archceologicj*! point of view 
at P&lanpur itself, save a few short inscriptions of no great ago or interest. 

G2. WVj 4 miles or so north of this village is another ancient temple in a jungle far 
from any habitation. It is a MakAdova temple of the usual kind, which lias been restored, 
* .all the upper part being comparatively modern and* built over the old portion, which is 
of caned. sandstone. It is surrounded by a low wall and its preservation is doubtless due 
to the fact of its having been restored and its sanctity preserved. There is, however, no 
* custodian or indeed an}’ one living in or near it. 


G3. Chandra 'vat i, about fiftceh miles to the north-east of It oho, and not far from 
the foot of* Mount Abu. Colonel Tod, in his Travels in Western IndiP • in speaking 
of this place, soys : “ *1 be city, to judge froi^ the fragments of marble and stone strewn

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ground in great profusion, and columns, statues, cornices and slabs are tossed in hpaps all 
around.” 

Save portions of the basement of one temple and a few blocks of the back wall of 
another, "nothing remained in 1890 of these beautiful shrines, discovered in 1824, 
excepting one solitary column, which, by its loneliness, rather accentuates the desolation 
around it. A short walk from here discovers one of the chief causes of this, for there, 
under the railway bridge, upon either aide of the stone piers, lie, in heaps in the river bed, 
upwards of a hundred cart-loads of sculptured fragments and images, the unused portion of 
the vast amount of marble carried there from those temples. The site Of the old city, and 
its extent, is still indicated in great measure by the mounds of old brick work which formed 
the foundations of these old temples, and of which there are a great number ; and, on the 
south side, by portions of the cjty walls which faced the river SivAJan.

HI. 6 Bhilora. The temple of Sri Chnnd raprabb up , of white sandstone sculptured and 
plastered. It. measures 70 x 45 feet -and 30 feet high. It has a tower four storeys or 75 
feet high, and a dftcirnwMld within the entrance gate. It has been recently put in repair 
by a Jaina merchant. 

Ill, 7. Posina Sabli. The temples of PArsvanAtha and NeminAtha measuring 150 x 140 feet 
and 26 feet high ar$ built of white sandstone plastered with chunam. 

III. 8. Sa'mlaji The temple of SAmlaji is built of white sandstone and brick and is sur- 
rounded by a wall with a gateway. It is of two storeys supported on pillars and a canopy 
with arches on each side. It is supposed to he upwards of 400 years old. It contains an 
image of Vishnu. Some old Inscriptions A city is said to have existed at this place in 
the time of EAj A Ilarichandraji, signs of which still lemain. A number of images of 
BrahmA, Vishnu and &‘va ord found in several places which are now in ruins. A large fair 
is held here every jear for fifteen days on KArtika Sml. 13th. ' • 

IJI. . 9. Timba, in the GadwArA si lid. The TArangft temples on the top of a hill sur- 
. rounded by other peaks. They are seven storeys high and are temples of AjitanSthaji and 
SambhunAthaji built of white sandstone and brick. These temples are said to hare been 
* built-in the reign of KuipSrpAla of P.ittan 700 years ago (vide Forbes* lids Mdld\. 

III. 10. Suda'sna. There is a cave temple of Jlokshesvarn Mutudeva about miles north- 

west of Sudiisna on the bank of the river Sarasvatl with a monastery close by, built of 
sandstone and brick, now in ruins. This temple is held sacred by all castes from being on 
the river Sarasvati (Kumftrika) the waters of which are offered to the idokand to a pippala 
tiee. A fair is held every j ear, Bhftdrnpada Sud. lltlu 

III. 11. A'ra'sur, 15 miles north-east of DAntA. The temple of AmbA BhavAni, measuring 

23x20 feet and 10 feet, high is built Of marble of inferior quality by Nbgnr BrAhmans. 

It has a dhovmaSdld. The floor is paved with marble. 

fllsrrlptlonS on the edge of a reservoir near the principal shnno called the 

Manasarbvar, of JVI nkArAnA Sii Maladera, dated a.d. J3a9. (2) Also at the door of the adytum 
of the tetaple of AmbAji is a tablet which records offerings made in a.d. 1545 by the 
RAnt of RAv Bnrmdl of Idar. (3) There ard several other inscriptions on the pillars of the 
temple, principally of the 16tli century, recording gifts of private individuals and one,- 
dated A.D. 1723, when the “lord of the land RAjAdhiraja Rlnaji (one hundred and eight 
times repeated) £§ri Prati Singh ji was ruling”: states that a Vania family built a dharmaidld # 
for the sake of n son, and adds “ by the kindness of AmbA, the hope was fulfilled ** (vide 
rorbes* litis jtfdlri). It is visited four times a year by largo sanghas in the months of 
KArtika, AlArg'is'lrsln, iSruvan'i and BbAdrapida. The revenue of the temple is considerable 
'(Forbes’ lids M&ld, Chapter IS. vol. I.). 

12. Pour miles north-east of AmbA BbavAni, the tomploof Ivoteivara MahAdeva, 
measuring 20x 15 feet and 25 feet high. There is a dharma-'dld attached to it, partly 
ruined. Tho pilgiiins who visit the AmbA Bhavint shrine visit this also, as witbput doing 
so their pilgrimage would not be considered complete, 'lhe sacred river Sarasvati takes * 
its ris6 from near this temple, and t?ie pilgrims consider that by bathing at this spot ia its 
water they oro cleansed from nil their sm3.

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III. 13. Knmbharia. The temples ol: NominAtlm built of white marble wore, according to 

tradition, 360 in number but wore afterwards Teduced to 5 by volcanic disturbance. They 
are much visited by pilgrims. 

Inscriptions : — In tho templb of Norain&tbn there is an inscription ’dated A.n. 1249, 
recording additions to tho edifice made by Brarahadevn, the son of Chnhtid, the minister of 
Kum&rap&la Solanki. On one of a group of pdliy&s close’ by is an inscription dated a.d. 
1200, which states that “Sri Dharavarslmdova, tho lord of Aibuda, the throne of all 
Mandalikas on whom the sun shines, constnicted'a well in tins cifcy of Ara§anpur” (Forbes* 
Rds jJIdla). There are also other inscription both in tho temples and on the stones <5f 
this group. . • 

These Jaina temples were constructed, it is said, by Vimalasflh to the number of 360. 
They were dedicated to P&rsvan&tha. It is said that Am hi AftU&jt gave great wealth to 
Vimalas&b and asked lura by whoso aid he had built these temples ; ho roplied, by the aid’ 
Of his spiritual preceptor. The Mdtftji repeated the question thrice and each timo received 
tho same answer. She then said, to him, escape as soon as you caD. He fled into the crypt 
below one of the temples and emerged on Mount Abu. Then tho M&t&ji consumed all the 
temples by fire with the exception of five (tide Forbes’ BAs J. /did).

Ghorasir idlukd, is.the temple ofMahftdeva named Bbngu Rishi," measuring 20 X 14 feet.

36 feet by 18 i repaired about 70 years ago. • 1 

HI. . 15. Bamnoli Kot, a ruined fort about half-way between the villages of Haldervns and 

Bnrmuava on the right bank of tho V&trak liver. It is said to have been built by 
Muhammad Bigarah.

I. Tha'ri. ’(I) Opposite tbe town on the west side of tho tank, on tho cast, is the 
temple of Vil.sukin5.ttm, supposed to Lave been bmlt about 450 years ago. It measures J 7 
' feet by 10 and is supported by 4 pillars. All classes of Hindus reverenco YAsukm&tha os 
a god. It belongs to a Mahaot,/Atit RevAgarji, jvho is tbe bead of a monastery at Tbdn. 
Two villages and some moro*landed property yielding an anpual revenue of about 4,000 
mpees aro granted for defraying tho necessary expenses appertaining to this temple. 
. Close to tho temple tliere is a well (tdv) having two entrancer, built about the snmo time. 

The "whole town with its adjoining lauds, aud pprticulnily this v&v, abound in serpents. 

. In this town people* havo a firm belief in tbo sanctity of tho “ VAsuki.” They consider 
him as their deity, and would never run tho risk of saving anything against him. This 
templo is said to have existed long prior to tho time when tho town was built. The local 
logond is as follows: Once Abberilj, the chief of Lnhhtar, was wandering in search of 
bullocks in tho jungle which is said tb hare then existed all about tbo site of Thin. He 
saw from a distance Binoke arising from tbo' placo whoro the templo at present stands. 
Tbo chief camo up and saw tbo Mahant Sfthhdevngarji, who welcomed him greeting him 
by his nnmo 'Abhorij,- although they bad novor scon en6h otlior before. • Tho ThAkor, 
astonished at tins, bowed to tbo Mubaut, who ordered him to rc-populato tbo place* somo 
old rcmnms of on ancient villago being visible there. Tbo ThAkor asked for some boon or 
blessing, which tbo Mahant refused, but said, that tbo serpent-deity would grout it. Ho 
encouraged tbo chief to bold his # bat»d beforo th<J serpent, which ho did. Tbo cobra-raised 
his- hood to grout tbo nsked-for boon, but tho ThAkor losing bis coarngo withdrew his 
'hand so that tho hood fell on tho tip of ono of his fingers. Tbo JIahant Silklidovagarji 
then told him llmt every third ruler on tbo^dd* of Lskhtar should be a miuor or chijd. 

Befdro tbo temple wns built there wi\3 only n “ RAfadA,” or mound of earth in which 
tbo serpents bide themselves, which is still preserved in the temple. The present Mahnnt 
Ro\Agarji dall^r pours down n holo in tho “ RAfodA” n ser of cow‘s milk. It is said that 
'if tho person who pours the milk be unclean, or if tho milk bo (hat of a cow not more 
than ten da)S aftc* calving, it is. thrown out by the serpent. 

On some 9ati pdliydt near tho templo may bo rcad^ tho dates Samvat 1/20, 17/2,

II 6, k (*>) Muni BAvA’s cleval is two or three miles to the south of Thin on a hilly ridge 
forming the western bank of a large tank aod close to the Mahftnadi, and may have been 
. built when the band was thrown across the river, perhaps in the 1 4th century. It is 
dedicated to Siva and is partly ruined. It is built of rod and white sfone, ricljly sculptured 
inside in a spirited style lesemblmg those on the PdwAgad bill in GujarAt. Jt has three 
domes supported by 16 pillars. It measures 3Q by 25 feet. There is one broken lingi 
about 2 feet high, togeihoi-with some broken images of goddesses. They are said to have 
been broken by ‘the Muhammadans. 

According to a local tradition some horses belonging to MagbAbhAi'of Jun.Agad 
were takon away by the renowned thioves KhAprA and KodiyA,* who lived about this place. 
The return journey of over 100 miles with tho stoleD animals was accomplished in so short 
a time as passed between the sotting of the sun and the rising of the moon in the same 
night, so that neither the sun nor tho moon might be witnesses of their guilt. MaghAbhAi 
asked Kb&prA and KodiyA for tho horse9, but they would not admit having taken them. 
MaghAbhAi thereupon uttered a curse, " Should you have made off with the horses, this 
pond Bhall burst.” Tho curse is said to*havo beon realized hy the instant bursting of tbo 
pond and giving risb to the river MahAnadL 

HI. (G) Shrya temple is a mile north of ThSn on a hill which was originally the old fort 

of KandolA, and close to Songad, the fort on the adjacent hill. It is said to have been 
originally built 1,000 years ago, but it was entirely destroyed by Kartalab KMn of Abma- 
dAbAd in 1C92, Tho temple is said to have been erected by LAkhA FuIAni. The present 
temple is built of old materials, and plain. It is 80 by 28 feet and supported by 38 pillars, 
of which 8 are new. It contains two images of Sdrya nml of his wife, "here called ItanAdo. 
This temple is enclosed In a compound having stone walls and other smaller temples.

The interior and exterior of the temple are highly sculptured 
all over with various fouus and figures, but is leather- worn. It measures msidc 40 by 
30 feet.

There is n pool or 
reservoir of vratenin front forming three sides of an oblong, nnd having two descending 
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flights of steps on both sides. The space containing water is 200 by 32 feet. The temple 
along with the reservoir is enclosed by a compound wall out of repair. A large fair* is’ 
annually held here on the 6th and 6th of Bh&darv& Sudh, when 30,000 or 40,000 persons 
collect from the surrounding districts. Outside the compound in the east are some pdliyda 
carved in high relief. * The figures on them have their hands joined as if in prayer.

It is styled 
Hftdhava r do after ‘Madbava, a Nlgar by caste and KdrbMri to Karan GhelA, the lost king* 
of GujarAt, and who is said to have brought the MusilmAns to Pat tan in revenge for the 
seduction -of his wife. In the side walls are mutilated images, one oF HanumAn and the 
other of Bliairava, which are said to have been broken by Alau’d-din Khum.

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(16) Near the slMna ol Mai Ghadhechi are the five caves of Khapra Kodi&, all com- ’ 
mnnicafing with one another and containing 59 pillars, in tho capitals of which were 
carved the forms of animals^articularly'of lions, parts of which are still visible. Tho 
caves are not looked after. There is a Persian inscription on a wall of the third cave (see 
Archeological Report, YoL II). 

(17) Girnlr hill near Junagad, the ancient TJjjayanta. At an elevation of about 
2,700 feet is a large and fine grdup of Jaina temples, with numerous inscriptions, which 
will bo found collected in the Appendix, with rough translations. On the summit of the 
hill is a tempi© of Ambit Al&ta, the foundation of which at least is probably of very early 
date. For an account of the Jaina temples on GirnSr, see Archeological Survey Reports, 
YoL II. 

2. Vanthali. (l) The Sdrajkunda is very old and considered a holy tank, in which 
the' inhabitants of the surrounding villages bathe on holidays. It is 32 feet long and

(2) The Jaini Uasjid stands in the west of Vanthali. _ It was a Hindu building and 
is still known as a court of Balirija. It was converted into a may id, and is 143 feet long 
and 52£ feet wide. The courtyard contains some tombs and a small miJgarbd. In the 
interior is a long hall 33£ feet by 73J, the roof of which is supported with 72 pillars. It 
has 7 domes decorated with sculpture. The images carved in the capitals of the pillars 
and in the concave part of the largest dome were knocked off by the Musalm Ins. There 
is a small dark room in the southern part containing six pillars, one of which bears the 
following inscription : — .

III. 4. Ma'ngrol. The Jami Masjid stands in the western part of the town. Accord- 

ing to the. inscription it was metamorphosed into a , masjid by SamaskhAn, Vazir to 
Firhzsh&b, in 13G4. It is said that Bh4n JethwS, wishing {o re-marry his divorced wife, 
referred to the Br&hmans, who told him that he could only do so by marrying 1800 girls' 
in one house at one time ns atonement for tho sin, and hence the origin of the building. 
It was built by him in Samvat 1208 (a.d. 1252). The Musalmdns have broken off the 
sculptures and images in tho inner part of tho dome and those carved in tho capitals* of 
the pillars. This mosque is 278 feet long and 25G broad, has 9 domes, and its roof is 
supported by 818 pillars. lUvali Masjid, according to' an inscription in tho interior, was 
metamorphosed in 1401 into a -masjid by Jflfnrkbdn in the time of Muhammad Taghlakh. 

- Tho seulpturo is pure Hindu. The images carved in the concavo side of tho domes bear 
testimony to* its formerly being a. Hindu tcmplo. These images tiro defaced or knocked 
off from tlio niches. This mosque is 100 feet long and 00 feet broad and its roof is 
supported by 155 pillars. It has threo domes without spires.

The temple is built of stone and thodomoof the mandapa 
ib supported by 20 pillars. The shrine is small and has a iikhara. The courtyard is 
enclosed by a stono wall, having a gatoway in the east, and is 141 feet by 144 containing 
n dhxrmciSdld ' and Kedlrahunda, a small tank. 

(2) The temples of LanheSvira and Dudhe^vara have one mandapa, and are in the 
north of the town. They are very old and built of stone The ground floor is 39 feet by 
51 feet and the dome of the mandapa is supported by 32 pillars and has somo sculpture. 
The sikharas of the shrme are 37 feet high and conical m form. 

(3) The Shrya temple is the oldest and stands m the middle of the town. It appears 
from an inscription m the interior that it was rebuilt by BhansAh KalyAnji Shavji in 
Samv&t 1918 (1802 ad) It is about 81 feet long, 33 feet broad and 37 feet high It is 
built of stoae and the dome of the mandapa is supported by 36 pillars The ftkhara is 
as usual, conical in form.

It ia 
built of stone and its dome is supported by 6 pillars. A festival is held here on the 14th 
ilagha Vad, to which the inhabitants of the surrounding villages go. 

Ill, 4. Bagavadar. Half a mile from this is the temple of Som&difcya. It i:j very old, 

decorated with sculpture, and contains the idols of Silrya and Randel. It is feet by 
30. The roof is supported by 18 pillars. Some part of this temple was pulled down by 
the Rina in 1868 x.i>. as it afforded shelter to -the Y&gher mutineers.

The south part of it h used by Aluhammadan travellers as a 
halting place. There is a canopy supported by four pillars at each end of tho ground 
x lloor. Xo the middle are fbreo uiarbfe graves covered by a dome which is supported by 
12 pillars. Tho greater part of the building is carved and it has 32 pillars. Tc is said 
that this masjid was built by Ghori Belura.

That of 
Trikamaraya is 72 feet long by 68 wide ; it has three porches and a- manclapa, supported 
by pillars 12 feet high with capitals, and having cusped arches between ; the domes are 
carved \ the doors are plated with silver; fhe image is of black marble on a sifihd<ana of 
silver work, and over it are 40 gold and silver chliairtis. In the same enclosure are 
temples to Kalyannraya. Lakslimi, Dwarakanltba or Itafichhodaji, Govardhananatha, 
Adinaruyana and Lakshmt-Narayana, with* {ascriptions of Samvat 1790 and 1797. \

The workmanship, though elaborate and 
careful, lacks the finish, delicacy, and richness of design which are found in the older 
work. There is a clumsiness and stiffness in all the figure sculpture never found in the 
latter.’ Before the temple stands an unfinished open hall which would have been an impos- 
mg and ornate building had it been completed. It was intended that it should have had 
a magnificent domical ceiling, as a few lower courses o[ the moulding shew ; but this 
unfinished top has been crowned, in later times, by a very ugly, .low, crenelated, rough > 
brick parapet in the very worst taste. The whole of the spire of the temple fc is of similar 
w orkmanship. This temple probably occupies the site of an older one, for fragments and * 
pillars of a genuine old Clnlukynn shrine lie about, and are built into the gateway to the 
temple cnclo«uic and elsewhere. In the village at a short distance from this one is a small 
• Jama temple of about the same date, judging from the style. In the village of Jugal are 
** omc pillars, hut no sign whatever of any old temple having been built there.
